Year-round school begins 



Seatack Elementary first Beach 
school in 20 years to try concept

The term "year-round school" strikes 
fear into the hearts of many American 
youths. 

Twelve entire months of getting up at 
7 a.m. to sit in a classroom for six 
hours? An entire year of long division, 
school lunch and, worst of all, home- 
work? No spring or summer breaks? 

They're all misleading and common 
perceptions. 

For Seatack Elementary in Virginia 
Beach, year-round schooling is worth 
trying. 

Following in the footsteps of some 
Hampton and Portsmouth schools, 
Seatack is the city's first school in 
more than 20 years to hold year-round 
classes. On Monday, 426 students, 
teachers and adjjaiRistrators poured 
through the doors ready to learn. 

"This has always been a team 
effort," said Andrea Jackson, adminis- 
trative intern at Seatack. 

"When we found out about the crite- 
ria for year-round schooling, we can- 
vassed the faculty and staff to find 
their views on implementing a year- 
round program. We had to make sure 
that we had enough support from the 
faculty, staff, and community to begin 



this program." 

Year-round schooling can be a diffi- 
cult sell to those that have known the 
regular September-to-June school 
schedule for so long. 

"Initially, there was some apprehen- 
sion," Jackson admitted. 

"A lot of people really think that the 
program means that their children will 
be going for 365 days "of the year. To 
solve this problem, we selected several 
people from the school system to in- 
vestigate the process and how it 
works." 

After the investigation, a presenta- 
tion was held for the faculty and suiff 

"We also visited several other 
schools around the area, and talked to 
teachers and parents from those school. 
We wanted to sec how their plan 
worked," Jackson said. 

Year-round school doesn't mean that 
students have any more actual class 
time than those on the normal sched- 
ule. Rather, it means that the school 
year has been changed around. 

For example, summer vacation is 
now about six weeks long. Rather than 
four straight nine- week semesters, stu- 
dents are given a two-week break after 
each one. 

Some studies have shown that chil-

dren who attend year-round schooling 
are more likely to retain new knowl- 
edge and score higher on tests. 

"For the schools we looked at that 
had practiced year-round schooling for 
years," Jackson said, "we saw that 
their test scores went up, their atten- 



dance had improved, and that their dis- 
cipline referrals had dropped. These are 
the benefits of year-round schooling. 

"With the traditional summer break, 
students may not pick up a book all

Beach man injured in gun fight 
to collect national recognition

Bryan Cilento wears the battle 
scars of a veteran policeman with 
years on the street. Ironically, the 
Chesapeake officer earned them just 
three months out of the academy. 

Wounded during a gunfight with an 
armed robber last New Year's Eve. 
the Virginia Beach man will be 
honored for his courage and 
commitment Saturday during 
ceremonies in Washington, D.C. at 
the Warner Theatre. 

He'll also be honored during a Rose 
Garden reception. 

Cilento, 26, is an honorable 
mention recipient of the Top Cop 
Award, a recognition presented by the 
National Association of Police 
Organizations (NAPO). Sixty-one 
officers from across the nation will 
receive the accolade. 

Working from Police Headquarters, 
Cilento was on his last day with a 
field training officer when the call 
came over concerning a robbery at 



the Fry Basket in Great Bridge. The 
two were getting ready to take the 
training officer's new lake-home 
vehicle through a car wash- and were 
just a block from the incident. 

"I'd never worked Great Bridge, so 
I asked where the Fry Basket was," 
Cilento remembered. "He said, 'It's 
right there — look in the rearview 
mirror." 

Within moments they were at the 
scene. 

"People were waving us around to 
the back of the building and said he 
(the robber) had run into the woods 
with a shotgun," he said. 

Meanwhile, other Chesapeake 
police personnel arrived at the scene. 
Cilento and another officer split up 
and pursued the suspect, which turned 
into a wild chase through the wooded 
area. 

"We looked around for about 20 
minutes, then I walked past a dog 
tied to a tree and it started barking at 
me. I didn't think much of it. I got a 
few yards away and the dog

barked again, so 1 came back around 
the opposite way. The dog was 
barking at the bushes," he said. 
Cilento identified himself twice. 



then the suspect got up and ran. The 
officer was on his heels, pursuing him 
back toward Battlefield Boulevard. 
Reaching the parking lot of the ABC 
store, the suspect knew that with the 
heavily-policed boulevard he was 
trapped. 

He ducked down behind a car. 

Cilento ordered the suspect to drop 
his weapon "probably seven times, 
and he just stared at me Uirough the 
car of the window. Finally, he stood 
up and pointed his gun toward me. I 
shot at him and ducked behind a car. 
He ducked also." 

A few moments, Cilento looked up 
again and the gun was on the hood of 
the car. 

"I figured he had laid it down and 
gave up. Just when I was wondering 
where he was, the gun went off. He 
must have had his hand on the 
handle. I don't even remember the 
gun going off — I just heard it." 

Cilento received several shotgun 
pellets in his face and left hand. The 
suspect fled. 

Undaunted, Cilento followed. 

"He was in the process of 
carjacking somebody, and the victim

BE PREPARED FOR POWER OUTAGES 

Weathering summer storms 

Rain, rain, go away... and don't come again 
for quite a few days. 

During the past two weeks, Hampton Roads 
has seen above average rainfall, while 
afternoon storms are practically a daily 
occurrence. The surjimer storm season has 
arrived in force in the Old Dominion. 

While we're wringing out from the latest 
deluge, residents should be prepared for the 
next severe weather. From frequent afternoon 
thunderstorms to infrequent hurricanes, the 
effect is often the same: power outages. 

In a single one-week period, dozens of^^ 
thunderstorms rolled across Virginia Power's 
service area, leaving more than 200.000 
customers without electricity. An overnight 
storm affected 70,000 customers, and crews 
worked through the night to restore power to 
nearly all of them by 7 a.m. 

According to Edgar Roach, chief executive 
officer of Virginia Power, this is a "fairly 
t3rpical summer storm pattern." Residents can 
help utility crews by being prepared. 

The first thing customers should do in the 
event of an outage is call Virginia Power's 
customer service center, 1-888-667-3000. It 
can handle up to 100.000 calls an hour. 

There are also several tips customers can 
follow so they'll be prepared when a summer 
storm makes the lights go out: 

■ Listen to weather reports. 

■ Make sure there are fresh batteries for 
flashlights and radios. 

■ Fill prescription medicines that are 
nearly empty. 

■ Have an emergency supply of bottled 
water, canned foods with a manual can 
opened, and foods that do not have to be 
heated. 

■ Have a good first-aid kit. 

In the event of an outage, the company 
recommends: 

■ Stay away from all downed power lines. 
Report them immediately to the toll-free 
number. 

■ Turn off all major appliances to help 
prevent an overload when the power is 
restored. Leave one light on to signal when 
the power comes back. 

■ Be extremely cautious with candles, gas 
lanterns and gas cooking stoves. 

■ Avoid opening refrigerators and freezers to 
help delay thawing and spoiling. 

■ Use ice and coolers to keep perishables 
such as milk, eggs and vegetables cool. 

■ Cook outdoors on grills and camp stoves 
to avoid increasing the temperature in the 
house. 

■ Close all storm windows and curtains 
during the daytime to keep the house cooler. 
Open them in the evening when temperatures 
have dropped. 

Finally, remember to use caution during 
summer storms. Last week six homes locally 
were damaged by lightening and one man 
killed while doing yardwork. The weather is 
unpredictable and often dangerous. — V.E.H.

What we too often lose sight of 
when we think about the problems 
that plague our political system is 
that it is a 
human insti- 
tution. That 
means, of 
course, that it 
will always 
be flawed, 
no matter 
how hard we 
strive to 
makeitgenu- 
inely respon- 
sive to the 
will of the 
people. 

John 
McCain's 
point that 
America has 
reached a point of national crisis due 
to the failure and downright corrup- 
tion of our electoral process is well 
founded. And, to his great credit, he 
has put his finger on precisely where 
the danger lies. 

It is not just the unacceptable 
policy-for-sale that results froilft 
McCain's iron triangle of contribu- 
tions, lobbyists and legislation that 
threatens the future of our republic. 
Far more dangerous is the growing 
cynicism and alienation far loo many 
of the American people feel about 
tteir own government. That lack of 
trust will translate into a lack of faith 
in ourselves. 

We need only to look to other coun- 
tries in the world where all trust and 
confidence in the government has 
been lost to see how dire to society 
the consequences of such a lack of 
faith can be within the society. In 
every respect, confidence of the 
people in the fairness and equity of its 
government institutions is absolutely 
essential to a stable and prosperous 
social order. 

That said, we must still not allow 
those let imperfections in the current 
political system toprovideuswithan 
excuse for dropping out That means 
there is no legitimate reasoi whatso- 
ever for any citizen to stop voting no 
matter how unhappy he or she is with 
the candidates they have to choose 
from on (he ballot. 

It is fiat-out not true that your vote 
does not matter. The idea that our 
vote does not matter is one of the 
m(M dangerous notions that has crept 
into the thinking of our citizens in 
modem times. 

Every vote in opposition to the 
candidates that prevails in an elec- 
tion is just as important as a vole cast 
in favor of the winner. Think for a 
moment where we would be if ihcre 
were no voles ever cast except thtse 
which support the victor. That would 
make America no different than a 
communist totalitarian state like 
Castro's Cuba, where no op^ition 



is ever allowed. 

The right to protest is a longstanding 
American tradition and like most of 
my fellow citizens, 1 support and 
cherish that right greatly. But, let's 
not lose our perspective here. Protest 
is merely an effective means of rais- 
ing awareness. That awareness is 
totally meaningless unless citizens 
go to the trouble of voting. 

In fact, every freedom we cherish 
will be lost unless we exercise the 
foundation of those freedoms, which 
is the right of every citizen lo partici- 
pate in our government by voting. 
The more Americans don't vote, the 
more our governmeni stops being a 
government of the people and be- 
comes an oligarchy of the privileged 
few. 

So it's lime to stop concentrating 
our political efforts so much on who 
our fellow citizens will vole for and 
be more concerned about whether 
they vote at all. Ironically, our best 
choices arc made when Ihe largest 
number of citizens goes to the polls. 

That is the genius of America's 
great experiment in self-government 
— that the collective general will of 
the people will make belter decisions 
than any faction of our population 
ever could. That premises is ba.sed 
upon our founding fathers belief in 
the innate common sense our our 
collective judgment — what 
Abraham Lincoln referred to as the 
inability of any leader or faction "to 
fool all of the people all of the time." 

And, don'i accept the premise that 
there is no sense voting because it 
doesn't matter who wins! There is 
always a need lo exercise your best 
judgment to make the better choice 



between the candidates in every elec- 
tion, unless there is only one candi- 
date on ihe ballot (which is admit- 
tedly one of the most serious threats 
our democratic process increasingly 
faces). 

The way to insure that we have 
better choices on the ballot, or even 
have a choice to begin with, is to 
clean up our campaign finance and 
primary selection process, but even 
to do that we have to vote. 

So, as the presidential and con- 
gressional campaigns begin to domi- 
nate the national dialogue, its lime 
for every America to pay attention. 
Tune in not to just the phony Madi- 
son Avenue TV ads but also to the 
substance of what each candidate is 
saying or not saying. 

After all, it is just as important to 
punish a candidate who refuses to 
take a specific stand or genuinely 
address important issues as it is to 
reward those who clarify real posi- 
tions that we can support. 

Don't foi^get, the candidates and 
their slick campaigns can control al- 
most everything in the current politi- 
cal process but the most critical fac- 
tor of all — you and L 

Each of our individual votes are 
outside of the control of anyone but 
ourselves. It is our informed jiKlg- 
ment that can not be bought, no mat- 
ter how much money is politicians 
spend on window-dressing and nega- 
tive ads to avoid facing the real is- 
sues. 

And most of all, we must recog- 
nize that when it comes the future of 
our country, it is not nearly as impor- 
tant how any citizen votes as it is that 
each and everyone of them do so.

Rdm. %gy Taytor: WorCdCy affairs

To retired Adm. Ray Taylor; Hampton 
Roads is the crossroads of the world — a 
place where scholars, tourism, military and 
international businesses mesh. 

He believes there are few places which 
better serve as a site for frank discussion of 
international relations, foreign policy and 
diplomacy. 

One organization has been doing just that 
for 30 years, the World Affairs Council of 
Greater Hampton Roads. Taylor is the 
newly-installed president of the non-profit, 
non-partisan organization and working 
diligently to bring it into the spotlight. 

Taylor and wife Mary Jane discovered the 
council shortly after moving here several 
years ago upon his Navy retirement, 

"I saw the ad and said, 'Let's go," he 
remembered. 

The Taylors were immediately impressed 
with the quality pf the meeting and 
organization, whose goal is to inform and 
educate the Hampton Roads community 
based on the belief that a well-informed 
public is essential for the conduct of foreign 
policy in a democracy. 

They began regularly attending the 
monthly meetings, which often feature 
ambassadors and other international figures. 
Two or three years later, Taylor was asked 
to serve on the council's board. 

In June, Taylor, also retired manager of 
the Innovation Center at Newport News 
Shipbuilding, accepted the presidency. 

It's right up his alley, considering the 33- 
year naval career completed in 1993. Taylor 
served as commander of Naval Forces, U.S. 
Central Command and Commander olB 
Middle East Forces during the Persian Gulf 
episodes. He was stationed in France, 
Germany and Bahrain and served as an 
Olmsted Scholar for two years at I'lnstitute 
d'Etudes Politiques de I'Universite dc 
Grenoble, France, earning a master's degree 
in political science. He also holds a 
master's degree in international relations 
from American University in Washington, 
D.C. 

The former fueled Taylor's initial interest m 
the World Affairs Council of Great Hampioii 
Roads. 

As a naval officer, husband and father, Tay- 
lor was intrigued by the idea of international 
study offered to Olmsted Scholars — just two 
each year to th^ military's Army, Navy ami 
Air Force branches. 

Taylor's name was placed on an 
eligibility list ii his gradiiation from the 
U.S. Naval Academy. Seven years later, 
candidates would be selected from that list. 
"The rules were quite simple. You could 
go to any country, providing they don't 
speak English, and you could study 
anything, providing it wasn't the language," 
he said. 

The first two times Taylor was offered the 
honor, he was unable to accept because of 
career restraints. On the third .selection, he 
accepted. 

Taylor and wife Mary Jane look a crash 
course in French, then headed off for 
Grenoble, France with their two young 
:hildren. For two years ihe scholarship paid 
for his schooling and provided a stipend. 

It was an exciting lime to be in Europe, 
he remembered. It was shortly after 
DeGaulle had thrown NATO out of France, 
and Taylor chose not to wear his uniform to 
better mix with the locals. He devoured 
magazines word for word to learn the 
language and set ambitious academic goals 
for himself. Within two years he had earned 
a three- year degree. 

"I learned so much observing and 
witnessing all that, and reading so much" 
he said. "'Broadened minds do lead~~"to 
broaden leadership' is true." 

Taylor's experiences greatly influenced 
his desire to consider the worid arouncl him 
and aided his career, including several 
years interfacing with ambassadors and 
political figures. The Worid Affairs Council 
also benefits from his knowledge. 

Meeting at different spots around the area, 
the council's dinner meetings aren't fancy, 
but they are very informative. The evening 
meetings have included Dr. Segei 
Khrushchev, son of Nikita Khru.shchev; 
Adm. Stansfield Turner, former CIA 
directofTlpharies S. Shapiro from the State 
Departn^nt; Middle East expert Dr. 
William iQuandt; an elite speakers panel on 
Russia; and assorted ambassadors. 

Speakers for the upcoming council season 
beginning in September include the director 
of global health for the U.S. Center for 
Disease Control and the Korean 
ambassador. Topics include "The Worid 
Bank," "Global Health and Global Disease" 
and "National Security and ihc 
Environment." 

The council also offers an eight-week 
series each winter called Great Decisions 
which runs two-hours each Saturday from 
mid-January through early March. The series 
focuses on one topic and is held in 
coordfaiation with the Foreign Policy 
Association. 

One goal during Taylor's presidency is 
community outreach, which will be 
achieved by three means: student 
involvement with local high schools and 
colleges; a speaker's bureau; and facilitator 
on public issues.

Greater Hampton Roads — mostly because 
of the insight which membership can offer. 

"Our mission is to go beyond the sound 
bites of television and newspaper. It's a 
matter of elevating public interest," he 
explained.

We are the eminent 
organization to address such matters."

moved oui of the way. 1 stiirted 
shooting at him (the suspect) and 
hit him in the back. As he drove 
by mc, I shot several more yme, 
and my I'ickl training officer shot at 
him. He wrecked into a fence and 
they arrested him." 

Losing blood quickly, Cilento 
was taken to the hospital and 
stayed there overnight. 

"I was just irvini? m jet the 
night off." he joked. 

He relumed to full duty as .soon 
as his wounds healed, though he 
still wears some of the shotgun 
pellets under his skin. 

On March 16, suspect Donald 
Brown pleaded guilty to 
attempted capital murder of 
Cilento and six related felony 
charges. 

Cilento has already received 
the Police Combat Cross for his 



actions, as well as the Wounded 
in Combat Medal. He will also 
be receiving the Federal Law 
Enforcement Officers' Medal of 
Bravery. 

In retrospect, the incident so 
soon after his graduation from 
law enforcement academy did 
not sway Cilento's career 
commitment. 

"There is probably 75 to 100 
years of law enforcement in my 
family," Cilento said. 

"My grandfather was a New 
York Police Department 
homicide detective, my uncle is 
an investigator for the city 
prosecutor's office in Maywood, 
N.J., my brother is a Chesapeake 
police officer, and my dad is a 
special agent in charge with the 
ATF. This is something I always 
knew I'd do."

Splish, splash, the Girl Scouts 
are making waves in Bells Milt 
Creek and exploring the "Out- 
back" at, A Place For Girls this 
Summer. 

The Outback is an 8.5-acre na- 
ture preserve along the Bells 
Mill Creek in Chesapeake where 
girls ordinarily get a close look 
at Mother Nature through use of 
a boardwalk and observation 
tower.

Volunteers Cherly McGrenra 
and Camile Berry, Junior Girl 
Scout leaders from Virginia 
Beach, have helped make this 
possible for spending 10 weeks 
of their summer at A Place For 
Girls as boating instructors.

The women became canoe in- 
structors four years ago and have 
been helping with the Girl Scout 
waterfront program ever since.

(in Norfolk)," McGrenra said. 
"Whcreverthey need insuuctors, 
we'll go." 

Berry's daughter attends day 
camp at A Place For Girls while 
her 9-year-old son lags along as a 
helper while building his kayak- 
ing skills. 

This year, the president of Old 
Dominion University's rowing 
team, Kathleen McNamee, coor- 
dinates the boating program. Mc- 
Namee has worked at several 
kayaking camps and loves to race 
kayaks. This is her first year 
working with Girt Scouts, and 
she is finding the experience an 
education for her too. 

"Some of the girls are a tilite 
afraid at first," she said. 

"The water looks different than 
the pool water they are use too, 
but we talk to them about tidal 
water and the ecosystem before 
we get them into the boats, and 
that seems to help. Working 
with the girls has been fun — 
different from racing kayaks but 
still fun."

summer," Jackson said. "With the 
year-round schooling, they have 
less time to forget what they 
learned during the year." 

She also believes year-round 
schooling is beneficial for more 
than the students. 

, "Teacher attendance has also 
gone up," Jackson explained. 
"Because we have the breaks 
throughout the year, it's easier to 
handle such things as doctor's 
appointments, and, for those who 
have ■ children in traditional 
schools, they can have teacher 
conferences without having to 
leave their job." 

The year-round program has 
also allowed the new elementary 
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school (which opened in March) 
to try other innovative programs 
as well. 

"We've started a discipline 
program called 'Right Choice,'" 
J»;kson said. 

"With this program, we're 
trying to explain to students that 
life is about choice. When 
students choose a behavior with a 
certain consequence, it was their 
decision, and they get 
themselves into trouble that way. 
We go over what the 
consequences are." 

In a nearby classroom at 
Seatack. students copied math 
problems from an overhead 
projector. Seeing the students, 
one would never think that these 
were the same children who had 
been forced to cut their summer 
break a month short. The 
youngsters worked as diligently 
and quietly as any others. 

"The students seem very 
excited," said Jackson, watching 
them from the hallway. 

"We've also seen many parents 
walking their children to class on 
the first day of school. Many 
parents were raised on the 
traditional school calender, and it 
seems that many of them are 
excited to learn about something 
new as well."

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TCC Engineering Pineapple is oppressive American tradition 
Club cruised right 
track to victory

Several engineering students and 
faculty t'rom the Virginia Beach 
Campus of Tidewater Community 
College (TCC) designed and built 
two cars to compete in the ASEE 
Batlery-Powercd Car Competition. 

Earlier this mondi, the team trav- 
eled to St. Louis, Missouri and 
captured first and third place in the 
natioruil competition. They are re- 
peat champions, having won a 
similar competition last year in 
Charlotte, N.C. 

The main students involved in 
the design and building of the cars 
were Engineering Club President 
Robyn Walker, Norm Doyle, 
Dave Gary, Scott Smith, Tony 
Briganiic and Krista Hernandez. 
Professors Paul Gordy and Steve 
Ezzcll arc the advisors. 

The students met an average of 
eight hours per week for seven 
months to get the project complet- 
ed. The work done by the students 
were done on a volunteer basis — 
with a budget under S300 — and 
students raised funds to cover their 
U'avcl expenses. 

"This is the best club on campus 
and we xc very active," said Ezzell,

who has been a professor at TCC 
since 1992. They regularly invite 
guest speakers, have picnics, con- 
tests, competitions and give extra 
credit to make the club more ap- 
pealing to students. 

"Compclitions seem to make 
students to become more 
involved," added Walker. 

She also spoke about service pro- 
jects that the club sponsors, such 
as the cleaning of Rosemont Road, 
a project which is done three times 
a year. The club does volunteer 
work with the Math Counts com- 
petition, where members of the en- 
gineering club acted as graders and 
examiners. The Math Counts 
Council IS sponsored by the Na- 
tional Society of Professional En- 
gineers Service, which allows stu- 
dents U) network with future col- 
leagues iiiut I'uiure employees giv- 
ing the siudcnis exposure to the 
field ol engineering. 

"We'rcalso trying to gain Uiore 
community involvement by having 
local middle schools getting in- 
volved in our national competi- 
tions as well," Walker said. 

"Even though our club is not 
that big, it still leaves a big im- 
pact," Gordy .said. 

Every spring their department has 
40 to .SO graduates with 200 to 230 
attending classes each year. 

Walker joined the TCC Engineer- 
ing Cluh 111 January after changing 
her iiuniir. 

"I was ulranl of gelling involved 



with the club first because I didn't 
know anything about engineering, 
but everyone was helpful in ex- 
plaining things to me. 1 began to 
like it .so much that I became ihe 
president," Walker said. 

According lo Gordy, students are 
good with teaching each other. 

"When Robyn joined the team, 
she did not have any elecuical 
background. Yet was still able to 
deal with wiring and electrical d:- 
signs. It's neat to sec the students 
working together and leach each 
other," Gordy sjiid. 

Having peer instruction really 
helped Walker when she had to 
compare reports and presenialions 
for the cars — it made explaining 
how the cars work easier. She was 
originally an an major, then 
switched lo liberal arts. Even 
though she had a great liberal arts 
instructor, that field did not excite 
Walker. After meeting engineering 
students in her math and engineer- 
ing classes, she saw her po.ssible 
potential in the field of engineering 
and went for it. 

Gordy spoke briefly about the 
competition they won last month 
against Broome University of New 
York. He also spoke about their 
last year's victory in Charlotte and 
full of anticipation for next year's 
competition in Albuquerque, N. 
Mex. The National Society of Pro- 
fessional Engineers and Tidewater 
Community College donated 
money so the club could compete 
in this year's competition. 

"The $300 budget was for parts 
only and after doing a cost analy- 
sis, we found that we only spent 
$130 on each car," Ezzell said. 

Most of the parts on the cars 
were cheap, except for the tires and 
parts like the gear drive. The Tide- 
water Chapter Virginia Society of 
Professional Engineers donated 
$500 to the cause. 

Ezzell mentioned a judge with 
the National Science Foundation 
who was impressed with how the 
students worked together, which 
could be beneficial to a website the 
club may build. 

"They're looking toward us to 
promote the competition, which 
makes the website exciting. Hope- 
fully, this will lead to those in the 
freshman and sophomore programs 
getting interested in real-life ±- 
signs," Ezzell said. 

He also said that some design 
project only involve pen and paper, 
but theirs involve a complete fol- 
low through. 

"Our design projects may involve 
a lot of work, but the rewards are 
definitely very high," Ezzell said. 

According to Gordy, the most 
difficult part of making the compe- 
tition cars was the mechanical parts 
becauseofa lack of necessary tools 
they needed. It's difficult to figure 
out why certain parts are not work- 
ing, then fixing a problem only to 
find another problem. The most ex- 
citing part for her was not winning 
the competition, but working with 
odier students and the two advisors 
to actually make the competition a 
reality. 

"It's amazing how much work it 
takes just to make something work 
consistendy," Ezzell said. 

"It makes you appreciate the reli- 
ability of electronic equipment," 
Gordy said. 

"It's hard getting recognition at 
two-year community colleges, and 
this is the important aspect, to 
have cood students to be able to 
show others the things they arc 
doing," Ezzcll said. 




Out in 
Left Field

Editor's note: Our intrepid corre- 
spondent Bob Ruegsegger is enjoy- 
ing a vacation in Hawaii and sharing 
his insights while there. 
While I prefer to eat pineapples 
rather than 
think about 
them, my

symbol of 
hospitality 
in English 
colonial 
America. 
— — — ^— ^— Asa Vir- 
ginian I've 
been overexposed to "pineapple hos- 
pitality" at historic sites. It may be 
that I am jaded by the omni-present 
colonial icon. 

It's almost impossible to visit a 
colonial site in Virginia without be- 
ing exposed to an ornamental pine- 
apple motif of some kind. George 
Mason's home in Fairfax County — 
Gunston Hall — boasts a copper foun- 
tain fashioned in the form of a pine- 
apple. Westover, William Byrd's 
stately residence on die James River, 
includes die pineapple motif as part 
of the pattern in the ornamental iron- 
work gates diat guard the grounds. 
Everywhere one looks in Colonial 
Williamsburg — from theGovemor's 
Palace to die Benjamin Powell House 
— the pineapple icon rules. 

During die Christmas season pine- 
apples are employed in wreaths and 
outdoor decorations throughout the 
Historic Area in Williamsburg. 

A stfoll down Duke of Gloucester 
Street gives visitors the impression 
that colonial Virginians had pine- 
apples coming out of their ears. 

That, of course, was not the case. 
Pineapples were far too expensive in 
colonial days to hang on one's door. 
They would have been stolen before 
Lord Dunmore could have said 
"Mardta Stewart." 

Actually, pineapples were well es- 
tablished symbols of luxury of Eu- 
rope before the English began colo- 
nizing America. Those things that 
were status symbols in England natu- 
rally became status symbols in 
America. The pineapple, in fact, was 
among die New World foods that 
Columbus brought back from his 
voyages. As the gourmet delight 
steadily grew in popularity, demand 
for the New World's pineapple spread 
across Europe. 

George Washington experimented 
widi growing pineapples in his hot- 
house at Mount Vernon. Only the 
very wealthy plantation owners could 
afford to offer pineapples to dieir 
guests because they were so expen- 
sive an item. Often people of the 
middling sort, in an effort to keep up 
wiUi die gentry, would actually rent 
pineapples to use as decorations to 
lend added c lass to their celebrations. 
After the festivities, the rented pine- 
apples were usually returned — not 
eaten. 

Over the years, exposure to the 
"hospitality pineapple" has gotten 
oppressive. I felt that I needed lo 
escape the ubiquitous colonial sym- 
bol. I began to Uiink that if I never 
saw anodier pineapple dial it would 
be too soon. When I landed at Hono- 
lulu International Airporton Oahu, I 
was seeking relief from die madden- 
ing motif — at least for a few weeks. 
That was not to be. There would be 
no escape. I had forgotten Uiat the 
Hawaiian Islands are die "Pineapple 
Headquarters" of the world. Lord 
Dunmore, George Mason and Will- 
iam Byrd would have loved Oahu. 
Although I never would have

guessed it, the pineapple is believed 
to have originated in the verdant low- 
lands of Paraguay — according to the 
folks at the Dole Plantauon on the 
Hawaiian island of Oahu. During the 
15di and 16di centuries, trade ships 
from European nations transported 
pineapples to Australia, China, India 
and Mexico. 

I was surprised to learn diat pine- 
apples were not indigenous to the 
Hawaiian Islands. It was not until the 
I880's that Capt. John Kidwell im- 
ported the pineapple lo die islands for 
testing and experimentation. Al- 
though there are extensive variety of 
pineapple plants, the smooth cay- 
enne has become the favored variety 
in Hawaii because of its uniform tex- 
ture and cylindrical form. 

Although Kidwell gets the credit 
for the initial importation andexperi- 
mentauon of die gourmet pineapple, 
it was James Drummond Dole — 
known as Jim Dole — who pioneered 
the pineaiq)le industry and eventu- 
ally became known as die "Pineapple 
King." 

Although Jim Dole arrived on Oahu 
widi only a degree in horticulture 
from Harvard and $1,500, his ambi- 
tious experimentseventually paid off. 
Dole found that the pineapple grew 
well in the island's red soil formed 
from decomposed volcanic ash. 

In 1901, E>ole established the Ha- 
waiian Pineapple Company (Hapco) 
which we know today as Dole Foods 
Company. The high tech secret diat 
made Dole's enterprise successful 
was canning. 

Using primitive, hand operated 
equipment, he opened his first pine- 
apple cannery at Wahiawa in 1903. 
By 1906 the U.S. market was con- 
suming all the pineapple that could 
be produced. The Oahu Railway and 
Land Company constructed a rail link 
between Honolulu and Wahiawa to 
transport train loads of canned pine- 
apple to the port city. When the Dole 
Cannery at Iwilei reached peak pro- 
duction in die 1903's, Hawaii was 
providing two diirds of the world's 
canned and fresh pineapple. 

Producing pineapple is a labor in- 
tensive, time consuming endeavor. 
Normally, a pineapple field will yield 
two crops in four years or three crops 
in six years. A pineapple plant begins 
with the crown — which is cut from 
die top of the pineapple. It is manu- 
ally planted and irrigated for 18 
months before it bears die first fruit. 
In an additional 14 months, the plant 
produces a second fruit. Pineapples 
are harvested by hand. 

After the second fruit is produced 
and harvested, the field must be 
"knocked down" and replanted. The 
new cycle begins with soil prepara-

lion. On a single acre about 30,000 
pineapple plants can be grown. 

Now that I know the facts, I have a 
greater appreciation for the pineapple 
as a hospitality symbol. I still find the 
pineapple motif overworked, bul I 
decided that die icon is almost ines- 
capable. Growing pineapples is al- 
most as labor intensive as growing 
tobacco, pineapples won't grow in 



Virginia — the conditions aren't fa- 
vorable. The growing season is sim- 
ply far too short and you can't smoke 
pineapples; nevertheless, the pine- 
apple is a fine tasting, respectable 
fruit. 

As long as pineapples are available 
— symbol of hospitality or not — I'll 
keep eating them. I'll just try not to 
think about what they represent.

Tripling Pavilion 
recommended by committee

The Pavilion 20C4 Steering Commit- 
tee has recommended that the city of Vir- 
ginia Beach expand the Pavilion to three 
times its present size to make the city 
more competitive in the convention area. 

Some of the proposed options for fund- 
ing the $152.9 million facility are redi- 
rected taxes, some from the Tourism 
Growth Investment Fund (TGIF) and new 
taxes on the hotel room tax, restaurant 
meal tax and cigarette tax. 

Robert Canton, of Price Waterhouse 



Coopers which studied the financial, mar- 
ket and economic impact of a new Pavil- 
ion, during a presentation at Tuesday's 
City Council meeting, said that Virginia 
Beach doesn't have a convention center. 

He said the fact that it has 6rjwn 
54,100 delegates a year is a credit to the 
destination and the tourism staff. Canton 
has been looking at the situation since 
1997 and noted the infrastructure is in 
place, the city has the destination, has 
the marketing, but it doesn't have the fa- 
cility. 

Canton said that a new, larger and mod- 
ern facility would attract 120,000 to 
160,000 delegates to the facility com- 
pared to the current 54,000. 

If the city does nothing, Robert G. 
Goodman, chairman of the steering com- 
mittee, said "we're going to deteriorate. 
There is no reason we can't be competi- 
tive." 

If something isn't donenow, "we'll be 



back with an urban renewal problem." 

If a little city in Maryland with a popu- 
lation of only 12,000 can build a conven- 
tion hall, not of the caliber envisioned 
for Virginia Beach, this city can, too, he 
asserted. 

"Wc have a chance to control our des- 
tiny and a chance to move forward," 
Goodman slated. 

He asked that council make a commit- 
ment by January to make it possible to 
open the new center in 2004 and in time 
for the Jamestown Exposition. 

No disagreement on the project was ev- 
ident, either on council and among the 
audience which crowded into the School 
Board meeting chambers where council 
meetings will be held through October 
during the renovation of the City Coun- 
cil chambers.

Ocean collections 
trips prove popular 
attraction with 
tourists, locals

With images of such boat disaster 
films as "The Perfect Storm" and "Ti- 
tanic" far away from thrir minds, Vir- 
ginia Beach sea-goers brave heat and 
possible seasickness to take the Vir- 
ginia Marine Science Museum ocean 
collections boat trip offered Wednes- 
day, taking the opportunity to get a 
close-up view of the creatures of die 
deep.

"Later, we'll 
show all of you the fishing net, and 
how it's placed in the water." 

After his introduction, Mizell 
strolled down to the boat's deck hold- 
ing a long green net which was at- 
tached to several boards. 

"This is an otter uawl net," Mizell 
said to onlookers, the majority of 
which were children.

One-way 
streets at 
oceanfront 
on agenda

One-way streets at the oceanfront, 
which have been on and off the city's 
agenda for years, are back on. 

The city is planning to establish one- 
way streets in a pilot program that is part 
of t.'ic Oceanfront Transportation Man- 
agemstnt Plan presented at a City Council 
workshop Tuesday. 

City Engineer John Herzke .said thai 
Uie pilot program will cost an estimated 
$670,000 but that much of the expendi- 
tures can be applied to a permanent pro- 
gram if the pilot program is successful. 

The plan, outlined by John Malbon of 
the Resort Advisory Commission 
(RAC), calls for the pairing of Arcdc 
Avenue and Pacific Avenue in the cc«e 
area. 

Pacific Avenue would be one-way 
north for three lanes, with Arctic Avenue 
as one-way south for two lanes from 
17th Street to 22nd Street. The additional 
width on Pacific Avenue would be used 
as a staging area for law enforcement. 

Atlantic Avenue would operate as two 
vehicular lanes of uaffic Howing one-way 
northbound on the north side of 21st 
Street up to 4 1 si Street and one-way 
southbound on the south side of 21st 
Street south to 9th Sircci (Norfolk Av- 
enue). 

The trolley would operate as it does 
today, both northbound and soudibound 
on Atlantic Avenue. 

Robert Hudomc, of the tourism depart- 
ment, said that the 1 6-year resort re vital- 
ization program emphasizes a pe(fesuian 
environment, .sacrificing the capacity of 
the streets for vehicles. He .said that all 
off-street parking on Atlantic was elimi-

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HURRICANE SEASON REMINDER 

Don't forget lessons of past 

August marks the anniversary of one of the 
most devastating hurricanes in this nation's 
history. Hurricane Camille. the second 
strongest hurricane ever to strike the United 
States this century, blasted along the 
Mississippi coast when it made landfall Aug. 
17, 1968 with 190-per-hour winds and 30- 
foot storm tides. 

And let's not forget last year's triple play of 
Irene, Dennis and Floyd, which caused 
widespread flooding locally and to our 
neighbors in Southside Virginia and North 
Carolina. Many localities in those regions are 
still recovering from the hurricanes' 
devastating effects. 

Coastal residents like ourselves, as well as 
inland Virginia residents, have learned the 
capabilities of extensive damage from intense 
hurricanes, tropical storms and subsequent 
flooding." 

Ironically, most home insurance policies 
don't come with flood insurance. It's a 
separate plan that has to be purchased. 
Consider the consequences if you don't have 
flood insurance, as our neighbors to the south 
and west discovered last year. It's not a pretty 
picture. In fact, it's a mess. 

Research by the National Hurricane Center 
in Miami shows that more people lose their 
lives and belongings to freshwater floods 
developing after hurricanes make landfall 
than from accompanying wind, waves and 
storm surges. In fact, nearly half of the 
fatalities caused by Camille were the result of 
freshwater flooding. 

Another area of huge potential loss is traffic 
jams during mass evacuations. Hampton 
Roads has a hurricane evacuation route and is 
considering strengthening it by reversing 
lanes on 1-64 in the event of an extreme 
(Category 4 or 5) hurricane. A decision on 
that proposal is expected within days. 

Do you know how to get out? And if told to 
do so, would you? According to hurricane 
experts, the bottom line is that if you're told 
to evacuate you should do so. 

As the new millennium is upon us, hopefully 
better storm-tracking technology is being 
developed and infrastructure designed to 
forecast, observe, warn and respond to storms 
more quickly. 

The best bet is simply to be prepared — 
better safe that sorry. 

And there are four good reasons to back that 
up. Their names are Camille, Irene, Dennis 
and Floyd. — V.E.H. 

ORGAN DONATION SOARS 

Give the ultimate gift 

Next time you visit the DMV to have your 
license removed or address changed, consider 
giving a gift that, in the event of your death, 
will help another. 

That gift is organ donation. It could mean 
sight, or even life, for someone else. 

In just six months, the number of Virginians 
saying "yes" to organ donation swelled to 
400,000, surpassing the record-setting 
312.000 positive responses recorded during 
the same time last year. 

Fortunately, the Department of Motor 
Vehicles' proactive campaign to increase the 
number of organ donations in the state is a 
continued success. 

According to DMV Commissioner Richard D. 
Holcomb. the agency recorded nearly 
800,000 willing donors in 1999, the highest 
in the department's history. 

"Each month, more people are making a 
potentially life-saving choice and saying "yes" 
to organ donation. We're on track to make 
history again this year," Holcomb said. 

Part of the success may be due to the way 
DMV officials affirmatively ask customers "Do 
you wish to become an organ donor?" rather 
than simply letting the choice be made on the 
DMV application. The agency began this 
process in February 1999. 

To date, more than 16 million people 
holding Virginia driver's licenses or 
identification cards have designated their 
desire to be an organ donor. 

Make that choice too and give the ultimate 
gift to another. — V.E.H.

We are fortunate to live in a place 
that when we want to go to the beach, 
all we have to do is pick up our lawn 
chair, grab a beach towel and head on 
down to the beach. Once there, true 
relaxation begins. 

As you 
gaze out over 
the blue wa- 
ter, you can 
hear the 
waves break- 
ing on the 
shore, the 
gulls 
squawkingin 
the air and as 
you feel the 
breeze com- 
ing off the 
ocean, you 
can smell the 
saltwater. As 
you sit on the 
sand or stroll 
down the 
beach, have 
you ever 
wondered 
about the birds you were seeing? Why 
some are spotted, some small, some 
large? Well, I have and I decided to 
do a little research. 

I discovered that seagulls are amaz- 
ing creatures and I would like to 
share some of these things with you. 
They are delightful to watch as they 
hover, dart about, talk to each other 
and beg for food. The birds that will 
be mentioned will be only the birds 
that will most likel y be on our beaches. 
It will be fun to see if we can tell one 
from another. Hope you enjoy your 
day at the beach. 

There are several kinds of seagulls. 
Some measure no more than 15 inches 
from the tip of their beak to the tip of 
their tail. Others are twice that size. 
Some are all white. Others are white 
with black wing tips. Still others are 
white with dark wings and a dark 
back. All of them have big appetites 
and in many places, there is a law 
against harming them. 

Gulls are swimming birds who are 
also skillful flyers with long pointed 
wings. They have webbed feet which 
acts like built in flippers on water and 
give them stability on land. Their tail 
is square shaped. They are primarily 
scavengers and flocks can been seen 
atgarbagedumpsorfish docks. Sexes 
are alike and they nest in colonies. 

A seagull seldom has trouble find- 
ing food because it eats so many 
different foods. It eats other birds' 
^ggs and even their babies if it fmds 
them unprotected. It eats worms and 
grubs from freshly plowed fields near 
the sea. It eats garbage from a dump; 
it eats French fries; it eats whatever 
fisherman throw away when they are 
cleaning fish; and when the tide ebbs, 
it gobbles up whatever is lying on 
that sand — a dead crab, a fiddler 
crab, clams and mussels or a smelly 
dead fish. 

They eat the clams and mussels by 
breaking their shells by dropping them 
on a hard surface, then eating the 
tender morsel inside. By eating so 
many kinds of foods, they help keep 
ourbeachesandharborsclean. When 
feeding on water, they alight on the 
water rather than dive. 

Different birds use different flying 
techniques There are five basic Hy- 
ing techniques: flapping, gliding, 
soaring, fluttering and hovering. Since 
we are talking about seagulls, it's 
important to know that they hover. 1 
think we have all noticed them hov- 
ering over a boat or area waiting for 
a morsel of food they can get. They 
fiap their wings but don't seem to 
move ahead. They hang in the air in 
this way so they can quickly swoop 
down and pick up any food leftovers. 
When they want to get from place to 
place they flap their wings. With their 
long, thing wings they can also glide, 
using the updrafts and air currents to 
keep them airborne. 

The Great Black-backed Gull is 
becoming more prevalent and wid- 
ening in its range. They and the lesser 
black-backed gull are the only black- 
backed gulls in the east. They feed on 
eggs, young and some adult seabirds. 
It is a large white bird with black back 
and pink legs. The lesser is smaller 



with yellow legs. The lesser is also a 
casual visitor to the Atlantic coast of 
the U.S. The young are brown with 
paler undersides^ 

The Herring Gull is the "generic 
seagull," common coasts and rivers 
and lakes. It will eat eggs and the 
young of other scabifd.v The nest is a 
slight hollow in the ground. The two 
to three eggs are varied in color. The 
bird itself is a white bird with a gray 
back, has a red spot on the beak and 
white spots on black wing tips. The 
legs and feet are pink and there are 
brown streaks on the head in the 
winter. Young birds are grayish. 
These gulls are used to help find 
levels of toxic pollution in the Great 
Lakes. The pollutants are monitored 
by looking at the eggs. Some egg 
shells have been found to be thinner 
thdn normal because of pesticides 
eaten by the adults. Toxic pollutants 
have also caused deformities in the 
Herring Gull chicks and unusual be- 
havior in adults. It has been found 
that male gulls are more affected by 
toxic pollution than females. • 

This is because the toxins build up 
in the male's body; however, the fe- 
male gets rid of some of her body's 
pollutants when she lays eggs. These 
gulls also have a red dot on their 
beak. When a chick is hungry, it 
pecks at the spot, which makes the 
adult aware of its hunger and the 
adult regurgitates food for its young 
toeaL 
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The Laughing Gull is a common 
coastal bird which will light on the 
head of a brown pelican and take fish 
from its pouch. The nest is built of 
weeds and grasses on coastal islands, 
saltwater marshes or along beaches. 
It lays three to four brown-olive eggs 
marked with brown. The bill and 
head are red, head and wing tips are 
black. There is a white eye ring and 
rear wing edge. Neck and underparts 
are white; back is dark gray. In win- 
ter, bill and feet are gray, head is 
white with grayish markings. Imma- 
ture birds are brownish with buff 
chin, white rump and dark tail band. 

Many gulls have learned to live 
around people. The Ring-billed Gull 
is very typical in our area. It eats 
about anything from French fries to 
garbage and nests anywhere. These 
ring-billed gulls have a black ring 
around its yellow bill and by its 
squawking. You can usually find 
these gulls near open-air restaurants, 
picnic sites, anywhere there is food. 

Since some gulls live along the 
ocean, they must be able to drink salt 
water. When the sal t reaches the blood 
it is passed through a pair of salt 
glands, each containing thousands of 
salt-extracting cells. The salt then 
leaves the body through the bird's 
nostrils. 

Like other waterbirds, gulls spend 
a lot of time preening their feathers 
which spreads an oily liquid from a 
gland at the l^se of the bird's tail all 
over the feathers. This makes the 
feathers waterproof and helps keep 
them in place. 

Some people think the seagulls are 
pests. And sometimes I'm sure they 
aie, but they are also an example of a 
bird that is well adapted to life in the 
wild as well as in the big city. So, 
again, enjoy your day at the beach 
and have fun trying to identify the 
different gulls you see.

She's also the 
proud grandmother of four youngsters aged 3 
years to 6 months, and photos of the tots are 
one of the first thing to greet visitors at her 
studio. 

Marscheider's fascination with puppeu'y 
began while she was still a young mother 
living in upstate New York and took a 
course in puppet theater at a local 
community college. 

"I took that course and the first day in the 
class I knew this was it. It encompassed 
everything that I have studied, learned and 
loved my whole life — music, arts, writing, 
performing, producing. What else could you 
possible do where all those talents come 
into play?" she wondered. 

A requisite of the course was that each 
student build a puppet. Marscheider went 
that step and much further, designing a 
whole cast of nine, stage and a soundtrack 
and put on a show. 

"Needless to say, I got an 'A,'" she 
beamed. "That was guaranteed." 

Marscheider toured with that very show in 
upstate New York for several years before 
the family pulled up stakes and moved to 
this area in the '70s. Though they had no 
jobs lined up, Marscheider and husband Ed 
felt this would be a better environment for 
their children. 

"It was the late '70s and you could only 
get gas on alternate days. Upstate New 
York's economy was depressed, so we put 
the kids, dog, cat and goldfish in the car 
and headed south. We stopped in Virginia 
Beach, said "this is nice" and plunked here. 
Talk about a leap of faith." 

The couple found work in the real estate 
field, but Marscheider's passion remained 
puppets. 

"I had my sewing machine underneath my 
desk and furballs were flying. As soon as I'd 
see a car pull up I'd shove it all under the 
desk and say 'May I help you?'" she 
remembered. 

It got to a point where the real estate 
market wasn't doing well and Marscheider 
decided to take another leap of faith. 

"It was an opportunity to go out on my 
own and see if I could make it as a 
puppeteer. The struggle began. We were 
doing wonderful shows and celebrating the 
arts. The day came when I started doing 
performances for Montessori schools." 

Those performances would change her 
life. 

"One of the teachers said she had a 
couple of children she suspected were being 
abused and didn't know how to approach it. 
I didn't have a clue. I'd done programming 
on nutrition for the Norfolk Public Schools, 
so I knew that puppets were useful tools in 
teaching kids about things. 

"In the meantime, I'd done lots of work at 
hospitals with kids who had cancer, AIDS 
and sickle cell disease and had used 
puppets to explain the illnesses to them — 
and give a few hugs here and there. I knew 
the puppets were great tools." 

Marscheider, however, was clueless about 
the subject of child abuse. 

"That was about 15 years ago and no one 
was talking about it," she said. 

Marscheider got the name and number of 
a sexual trauma unit in Virginia Beach and 
embarked on a five-year quest for research 
before she felt comfortable enough to write 
a script dealing with the issue. She 
interviewed police officers and social 
workers, even spent a day with a female 
detective and poured through case histories. 

"I really learned what child sexual abuse 
was all about.," she said. 

Ultimately, Marscheider interviewed 
members of a support group for child 
molesters to get inside their heads. 

"That's where I learned what I needed to 
know to write my script. I got to know the 
offenders." 

Marscheider came up with a live 
marionette production about a young girl in 
an abusive situation with her uncle. She 
included lessons about sU'angers, telephone 
safety, hitting and how to recognize, avoid 
and disclose sexual abuse. 

In 1991, "Knock, Knock...Who's There" 

— and Its hero character and "inner voice" 
Simon — gave its initial performance in 
Hertford, N.C. The first child came forward 
admitting she was the victim of abuse, an 8- 
year-old girl who would not go home that 
day. 

The next year, the show went national 
from New York City to Seattle and included 
a safety net of trained professionals from 
law enforcement agencies, child protective 
services and school guidance counselors. In 
1993, a video for educators and counselors 
entitled "Go Ahead and Tell" was added to 
"Knock, Knock" and won the Best 
Educational Documentary Emmy. 

By 1994, 50,000 children had seen the 




production, and the following year Hampton 
Roads' first Kids Fundango Family Festival 
was held as an educational event and major 
fundraiser for CPW. 

The show has evolved since and now 
includes an African-American cast, and a 
Hispanic version is under development. In 
1997, the show went international with 
performances in Quebec, Ontario and 
British Columbia, Canada. 

Last year, a Simon doll made his debut 
and 7-11 placed the character on 7-Up cans 
in Virginia for use during National Abuse 
Prevention Month. 

Simon entered 2000 as a 7-foot mascot 
and continues to spread his message through 
live and television appearances. To date, 
two million children have benefited from 
seeing the "Knock, Knock" production. 

Marscheider has big plans for Simon and 
the show in the new century. 

"Our ultimate goal is for Simon to 
become the international spokesperson for 
children's rights," she said. "I believe we 
can do it. We've come so far and done so 
much with so little money and help." 

Marscheider, who admits "I can't wait to 
get up in the morning and go to work," is 
always rolling ideas around in her head 
before putting them on paper or getting into 
her studio workshop to create another 
colorful puppet character. She has designed 
more than 500 hand-size to life-size 
puppets, all of whom become her friends. 

Even something as whimsical as a 
skateboarding chicken gets her excited. 

"I can't wait to have it finished and the 
eyes put in — the eyes are the windows to 
the soul," she explained. 

It's an extremely busy summer for 
Marscheider and her crew between 
performances of "Knock, Knock" and her 
bookings for Spectrum Puppets. The 
business side of her endeavors is featured on 
the Virginia Beach boardwalk every day in 
the summer from 4 to 7 p.m. as part of 
Boardwalk Kaleidoscope. Specu-um is also 
involved with Beach Street USA at the 
oceanfront. 

Marscheider stays busy, too, hosting 
children's parties at her studio, where 
youngsters meet an array of her colorful 
cast. No matter what performance, the 
shows make an impact. 

"I was doing a show the other day and a 
young man about 16 came up to me, hugged 
me and said, 'Do you remember me? You 
did my birthday show when I was 5?'"

Convention Center — the commit- 
tee decided that the Pavilion is 
clearly not competitive. 

James Rickelts, tourism di- 
rector, said that the Pavilion is a 
major piece of the pie. 

He said that tourism spending is 
at a record S501 million a year and 
regionally, Hampton Roads re- 
ceived SI. 2 million in expenditures 
from Virginia Beach's tourism in- 
dustfy. 

Visitor expenditures generated 
S46.I million in direct city revenue 
at a cost to the city of $27.9 mil- 
lion — generating a net dollar re- 
turn of $18.2 million, a 65 percent 
return on the investment. 

Rickelts said that the new Pavil- 
ion would provide a facility for 
local events and will move Vir- 
ginia Beach into the 21st century. 

He said that Virginia Beach is no 
longer competitive and the situa- 
tion is getting worse. He said that 
the facility is no longer able to 
serve the locality and the region. 

Architect Mike Ezell said that the 
high level competitors in the con- 
vention area all have great visual 
impact. 

He noted that the Philadelphia 
Center received the lop AIA award. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf ob- 
served that the Commonwealth 
contributed $10 million to the

Ezell emphasized that the con- 
vention center is a business, not 
just a facility. 

Ezell said that either the Dome or 
Pavilion sites would generate fine 
iirchitectural solutions. 

Goodman, expressing boundless 
enthusiasm for the project, exhort- 
ed council: "We have the opportu- 
nity right now; we need prompt 
feedback. Think big; think bold." 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
said thai he wanted to act now, but 
didn't have enough information to 
start now. 

Bruce Thompson said he read all 
the reports and had never been so 
impressed. He, however, would 
have the convention center at the 
Dome site to take advantage of the 
oceanfront and as an investment in 
the revitalization of Atlantic Av- 
enue. An oceanfront convention 
center would be unique, he said, 
and will sell more conventions. He 
said that Atlantic Avenue has been 
the Achilles Heel for the city and 
building the center at the Dome 
site would gel the biggest bang for 
the buck. 

He said that he would like to see 
briefcases substituted for boom 
boxes on Atlantic Avenue. 



The economic impact from the 
Pavilion would range from S47.5 
million to $74.6 million for Vir- 
ginia Beach; for Hampton Roads, 
including Virginia Beach, from 
$50.5 million to $79,3 million; 
and on the Commonwealth, from 
$27.7 million to $44.8 million. 

The committee found that some 
portion of the hotel and restaurant 
taxes should be redirected to the 
project and that a significant por- 
tion of the new taxes should be 
paid by non-residents. 

The city also would pursue 
grants from state and private 
sources — state revenue sharing 
and naming rights. Also suggested 
are hotel and meal tax increases. 

Also considered was Ihe creation 
of a special tax district for the re- 
sort area — one cent of increased 
real estate tax would produce about 
$50,000 annually. 

The financial report presented by 
Pau-icia Phillips, finance director, 
shows that Virginia Beach has 
room to increase its hotel, restau- 
rant andcigarette taxes and still re- 
main competitive in the region and 
with other convention center desti- 
nations. 

Phillips said that Portsmouth, 
which has an 11 percent meal lax, 
the highest in the area, has found 
that the number of meals purchased 
has not declined.. She said thai the 
next step is to look at the General 
Assembly for help. 

If the Dome site were selected, 
Goodman said, some kind of park 
should be located between Atlantic 
Avenue to the Oceanfront so that 
the oceanview would not be 
blocked. 

A high scale hotel was considered 
in the report, but Councilman Lin- 
wood Branch III said that no hotel 
is going 10 make it as a convention 
hotel only. 

Canton said that a hotel would 
get 20 to 30 percent from conven- 
tion vade. 

Canton said that the largest con- 
vention center in the worid is not 
going to support a hotel. If the 
center is located at the Pavilion 
site, he said nine out of 10 of the 
will want to stay at the beach.

Malbon said that the alternatives 
for vehicular traffic were reviewed 
last December with the one-way 
street plan the result.

Also recommended was the pro- 
vision of cross guards at key inter- 
sections to conu-ol pedesuian traffic 
and to serve as Beach Sueet ambas- 
sadors providing tourists with in- 
formation on resort aciivities. The 
new street pattern is a significant 
change, Malbon said, bul consen- 
sus is not possible. He pointed out 
that the beauiificaiion program and 
the Hurricane Protection project dkl 
not have a consensus either. 

Council woman Reba McClanan 
said that it bothers her that all the 
meetings and work put a tremen- 
dous burden on the business men 
in their busiest season. She said 
the plan needs to be discussed com- 
pletely and through by owners and 
users. 

Malbon said that RAC started 
discussions in February and wants 
everyone to participate. "We feel 
this is just a beginning." He said 
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that based on surveys of customers, 
the one thing they didn't like was 
the uaffic. Some years ago one- 
laning was suggested, but Heizke 
said that Atlantic and Pacific never 
were one-way, although the side 
streets were made one-way. 

Herzke said that the city would've 
to start right after the Neptune Fes- 
tival to have the changes ready by 
the spring. The proposal is to take 
the funds from the trolley lane co- 
ital improvement program funds. 

He said that the cost for perma- 
nent installation of the plan has 
not been determined yet, but not all 
of the pilot program expense will 
be lost. 

McClanan said that the way the 
people travel today is so different 
She said people did not used to 
make reservations, for instance. 
She said the city was dealing with 
a changed public and a lot more 
people know where they're going 
and how to get there. She said that 
convention people don't drive. 

She said that whta is desirable 
today may not be in five years. She 
said "trolleys may serve a purpose 
but Atlantic looks awfully congest- 
ed to me." 

She said people should not be so 
addictive to old patterns. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. said that the beach needs depend- 
able transportation for tourists and 
residents. He said that residents 
don't go down to the beach because 
of the inconvenience. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf asked 
about the cost of placing a police 
officer at every intersection.

Out in 
Left Field

USS Arizona Memorial visit 
stirs memories and heartstrings 

Editor's note: Our intrepid corre- 
spondent Bob Ruegsegger is enjoy- 
ing a vacation in Hawaii and sharing 
his insights while there. 
If I could select two famous photo- 
graphs that 
embrace 
the essence 
of World 
War II in 
the Pacific 
Theater, 
those two 
images 
would in- 
clude the 
shattered, 
burning 
wreckage 
of the USS 
Arizona at 
Pearl Har- 
bor and the 
— — — U.S. Ma- 
rines rais- 
ing the Stars and Stripes on IwoJima. 
These photographic images symbol- 
ize the beginning of Worid War II for 
America and the beginning of the end 
of the war for Japan. 

World War II veterans — those 
who fought in the conflict — might 
disagree with my selections. That is 
fine with me. 
They were there, and I was not. 
I read somewhere that the famous 
photo of the Marines raising the flag 
on Iwo Jima's Mount Suribachi was 
posed. That surprised me because 
that posed photographic — if indeed 
it was — seems to capture the es- 
sence of American heroism during 
the war. As a photographer, discov- 
ering that the photo might not have 
been an action photo that captured a 
historic moment forever on film dis- 
appointed me a little. A good picture 
— posed or not — is still worth at 
least a thousand words. 

On the other hand, the famous pho- 
tograph of the smoldering wreck that 
was once the USS Arizona is clearly 
a moment of history frozen in time — 
there could never be any question 
about it. I can almost hear the deafen- 
ingexplosion. Sometimes while look- 
ing at that photograph I actually be- 
lieve that I can smell the burning oil. 
It seems so absolutely real — be- 
cause it was. 

Perhaps the undeniable reality of 
World War II that is embraced in that 
famous photo of the Arizona ac- 
counts for the interest of the million 
and a half visitors who visit the Ari- 
zona Memorial annually. 

According to Lead Ranger Skip 
Wheeler at the USS Arizona Memo- 
rial, the National Park Service and 
the U.S. Navy play host to 4,500 
visitors daily — at peak periods. Al- 
though the visitor center and the USS 
Arizona are located on the Pearl Har- 
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bor Navy Base, the National Park 
Service maintains and operates the 
site. The Navy provides the shuttle 
boats and crews for the 150 passen- 
ger boats that ferry visitors out to the 
memorial. The shuttle boats are usu- 
ally filled to capacity. Since visitors 
come from every corner of the globe, 
the National Park Service brochure 
that is disu-ibuied at the site has been 
translated into 28 languages. 
. From picking up program tickets 
to returning to shore by shuttle boat, 
the entire operation is incredibly 
smooth and efficient. No reserva- 
tions are taken, and there is no charge 
for visiting. The price of freedom — 
as well as admission — has already 
been paid by the 1 , 1 77 crewman who 
lost their lives aboard the Arizona on 
Dec. 7, 1941. 

The 184-foot-long memorial is, of 
course, the final resting place for 
many of the Arizona's crew. The 
stRicture straddles the rusting hulk of 
the sunken battleship amidships. 
Looking into the clear waters-of Pearl 
Harbor, visitors can see some'of what 
remains of the hull. The foundation 
for gun turret three prouudes a few 
feet above the surface on the right 
and a cleat and bits for mooring the 
ship peek through the water on the 
left. Visitors can even smell the small 
mtces of oil that still leak from the 
wreck. 

The memorial itself consists of 
three main sections: the entry and 
assembly area, a ccnu^al portion for 
general observation and the shrine 
room, where the names of those who 
died aboard the Arizona are engraved 
upon a marble wall. 

Most visitors slop in the cenual 
portion of the memorial and gaze 
briefiy into the waters surrounding 
the memorial to see what is left below 
the surface. They move forward into 
the shrine room and stare silently at 
the names carved into ttte marble. A 
few Hashes from their cameras will 
light up the room, and they will turn 
and walk away — never looking back. 
They can honestly say that they've 
been to the Arizona Memorial and 
they have photographic proof to con- 
firm it. 

For me, the experience is some- 
what different — a little more pw- 
sonal. It saddens me to look at the 
names on the marble wall.

I scan the wall for my father's 
name. It isn't there, and I knew be- 
fore I looked that it wouldn't be. This 
Arizona Memorial is a special place 
to me because my father's name is 
not on that wall. It very well could 
have been. My father served aboard 
the Arizona from 1935 until August 
of 1 94 1 — it was his first ship and he 
was a battleship sailor. He was al- 
ways proud of that. 

On Dec. 7, 1941 he heard the ex- 
plosion that rocked the ship that had 
been his home for more than five 
years. He watched the USS Arizona 
from the relative safety of the USS 
Rigel in berth 13 at the Navy Yard. 

I've always believed that my fa- 
ther had been ^ incredibly lucky 
man until I came across a quotation 
from ReneQuinton's"Soldier'sTes- 
tament" at the visitor's center near a 
listing of the namesoflhecrew mem- 
bers of the Arizona that survived the 
attack. "Standing before a grave, who 
can be sure that he has done his duty?" 
wrote Quinton. "It is a hard thing to 
have survi ved when we owe our place 
to the dead." 

Somehow it never occurred to me 
to ask my father what it was like to 
survive when so many people that he 
knew perished. He never offer«! a 
comment on his feelings in regard to 
the shipmates that he lost aboard the 
USS Arizona. I'm glad that I never 
asked him that question. It would 
have been a stupid question . I ' m con- 
tent to think that he has given me 
credit for being able to figure that one 
out on my own.

Youths are honored 
at Va. Legends Walk 




Members of the Youth Interven- 
tion Team will probably never hear 
from most of the people they've 
helped on the Virginia Beach 
oceanfront again. 

Scores of visitors and locals have 
benefited from the disciplined and 
thoughtful actions of the 32- 
member team. City officials and 
members of the resort industry 
sang their praises as they honored 
the Youth Intervention Team at a 
special dinner at the Virginia Leg- 
ends Walk located at 13ih Street 
and Atlantic Avenue last week. 

"We are so proud of these young 
men and women," said Daniel 
Stone, director of social services 
and founder and architect of the 4- 
year-old effort. "The next time 
someone begins to negatively gen- 
eralize about young people, they 
need to first meet members of our 
Youth Intervention Team." 

There are many who have already 
made their acquaintance. There's 3- 
year-old Nicole, lost, disoriented 
and calling out for her mother on 
the boardwalk. The Youth Interven- 
tion Team (YIT) comforted and re- 
united Nicole with her grateful 
mother. 

"There's the family of 10 New 
Yorkers struggling to get all of 
their family members in a photo 
that a member of the YIT volun- 
teered to take, and Jevon, a local 
who was harassing women to lake 
their picture, until YIT members 
warned him of the potential coiise- 
(juences of is unwanted actions. 

There are legions of people the 
Youth Intervention Team has pro- 
tected — in many cases — from 
themselves. 

■ Two visibly intoxicated young 
men were walking down the su^eel 
with two of their friends. The YIT 
noticed them, warned them and 
convinced their two friends to take 
them home. 

There were also many more typi- 
cal and less dramatic situations Uie 
YIT had a positive impact on. 
From the St. Louis family of five 
looking to buy a pacifier for the 
baby, to helping visitors find bath- 
rooms, to pointing out the location 
of restaurants, to calming the 
woman v.'iih a fish hook in her 
foot until the ambulance arrived, 
and the New York tourist group 
having a problem crossing the 
street — the Youth Intervention 
Team has blessed many visitors, 



won friends and infiuenced others. 

Many have been spared an un- 
wanted police intervention by 
being forewarned about laws and 
ordinances concerning loud music; 
open containers of alcohol; riding 
bikes or skating on the street; or 
being underage while riding in the 
back of an open pick-up truck. 

■ A Bronco, Mich, man was rid- 
ing down the strip with music blar- 
ing from his vehicle. Similarly, 
"Jason," an 18-year-old, was rais- 
ing eyebrows as he caroused in his 
Ford Expedition. Both were accost- 
ed just at the right moment and 
saved the agony of a citation for 
excessively loud music. Both were 
demonstrably appreciative of the 
YIT. 

■ "Jennifer" had a little too 
much to drink. Thanks to YIT, 
Jennifer avoided a citation and a 
possible night in jail for public in- 
toxication. YIT members even bro- 
kered to get her a way home. 

■ "Bill" was overhead spewing 
explicit obscenities across the 
street at a passing vehicle. Team 
members informed Bill about the 
code of conduct and laws about 
lewd behavior. He settled down and 
eventually thanked them. 

■ Two mischievous teenagers 
were about to spray-paint the 
boardwalk, while in a separate situ- 
ation, another two teens were reck- 
lessly playing with fireworks. The 
Youth Intervention Team was 
"Johnny-on-the-spol." 

According to YIT members, not 
all interventions are successful. 
Some people listen intently but 
choose to ignore the team's advice 
anyway. 

The Youth Intervention Team is 
in its fourth year and is funded by a 
grant from the Department of Juve- 
nile Justice, focusing primarily on 
delinquency prevention. 

"We want to model positive be- 
havior," said Stone. "This project 
is infusing leadership skills in our 
young people while creafing a 
sense of citizenship for team mem- 
bers. We are very happy with our 
program thus far and we hope to be 
around a long time." 

City and business leaders would 
have preferred to have honored the 
Youth Intervention Team after the 
summer season, but many of the 
team members are college athletes 
and must report back to college 
early.

"Our usual catch varies from one 
trip to another, depending on the 
season," he continued. "We catch a 
lot more in the spring and fall be- 
cause that's when migrations 
occur, helping us to get a large va- 
riety. We catch whatever we can 
find, and it's different every week. 

"Are there any questions so far".'" 
Mizell asked his audience. 

"What's the largest fish you've 
ever caught?" asked a young boy in 
the audience. 

"It was a shark," Mizell answers. 
"Actually, it was a dead shark, a 
brown shark." 

"How deep of water arc we in 
now?" posed a middle-aged woman. 

Mizell and other staff members 
looked over the side. 

"Right now, we are in 10 feet of 
water," he announced. 

Soon after, it was time to exam- 
ine the catch for the day. 

"What we have here are several 
types of fish," Mizell said after he 
and volunteers from the audience 
had pulled the net from the sea. 

"There are some jellyfish that can 
hurt you, but others can't. We've 
also got some blue crabs, and they 
bite, so don't touch them. 

"You also don't want to touch 
the fish," he continued, "because 
fish have a slimy coat that protects 
them from bacleriaand parasites. If 
someone with dry hands were to 
touch them, then part of the slime 
coat would come off in their hand.s, 
and the fish would be less protect- 
ed. 

"Probably the strangest experi- 
ence I've ever had was when we 
pulled up a net that contained a 
huge ball of fish," Mizell laughed. 
"All of them were jellies. I tried to 
pick it up, and almost fell over- 
board. It was very heavy." 

Although many of the explorers

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Firefighters 
test sl(ills 
in weelcend 
competition 



Following their Top- 10 finish in 
last year's international competi- 
tion, the Virginia Beach Profes- 
sional Firefighters are fielding three 
teams for this year's Scott Fire- 
fighter Combat Challenge — the 
so-called "toughest two minutes in 
sports" — which, for the first 
lime, will have a meet in this city. 
Racing through five different 
relay drills in one minute and 
34.60 seconds, the original five- 
member squad finished seventh 
among 40 teams in November's fi- 
nals in North Las Vegas, Nev. The 
Beach Firefighters' time broke the 
existing world record held by the 
Tulsa Fire Department, however 
six other teams were seconds faster. 
The .Virginia Beach event, spon- 
sored by Stihl Inc.. will be held 
Saturday, Aug. 12 beginning 11 
a.m., in the Doubletree Hotel paric- 
ing lot, next to the Pavilion on 
19th Street at the eastern end of In- 
terstate 264. Admission is free. It 
will be preceded by a 10 a.m. 
"Kids' Challenge," a mini-version 
of the main event. 

The "full bunker gear" adds to the 
grueling burden the firefighters al- 
ready bear just by submitting to 
their events' brute physical (fc- 
mands on an asphalt parking lot in 
the heat and humidity of August. 

Spectators also will be ueated to 
several side shows designed to en- 
tertain a wide variety of individu- 
als, families, tourists and Hampton 
Roads residents. Among them will 
be the Virginia Beach Monster 
Truck and other firefighting appara- 
tus. In addition, an antique car 
show will be taking place inside 
the Pavilion. 

"This will be a very exciting 
day," says Professional Firefighter 
William D. "Billy" Reynolds, c^- 
lain of Team Slihl, the new name 
of the original team that represent- 
ed Virginia Beach last year. 

"The people of Virginia Beach 
and Hampton Roads will be able to 
view a spectacle they probably 
have never seen — one that re- 
quires the athletic ability of a 
triathlete. Virginia Beach has al- 
Nj'ays been very supportive of its 
Fire Department and Professional 
Firefighters, but this will give 
them an even deeper appreciation of 
what we do and how well we are 
trained to do it. We definitely will 
give them something to talk about 
— with pride." 

The contest events simulate the 
challenges firefighters face every- 
day: The drill starts with carrying 
45 pounds of hose up a five-story 
(41 -foot) tower, taking two steps at 
a time. Once at the top, ihey begin 
hoisting a 75-foot section of rope, 
to which is added another 45-pound 
roll of hose. Finishing this seconds 
apart, the contestants run down the 
tower steps, grab sledgehammers 
and begin swinging them at a 
heavy metal sled, driving it back 
five feet. After that they walk 140 
feet between colored cones, pick up 
a hose loaded with water and run 75 
feet back the way they came. Then, 
they have to grab a 175-pound 
dummy and drag it backward 106 
feet.

Gene's father and okkr 
brother were taken to the men's 
lodge. 

The Salvation Army helped his 
piother find a job and provided 
youth programs to occupy Gene 
and his siblings. 

"Through the church programs 
is where I came to know the 
Lord Jesus Christ as my personal 
savior. It was a great thing," said 
Gene. 

Later, at age 13, he was 
approached by someone who 
asked Gene, "What are you 
going to do with your life?" 

"1 didn't know," he admitted. 
"Then, one day while reading the 
book of John, I was called into 
the ministry. 1 just knew. That's 
what I wanted. I wanted to help 
others." 

Five years later, al 18, Gene 
was working for the Salvation 
Army in Savannah, Ga. when a 
man came in who had hitchhiked 
from Gainesville, Fla. to 
Savannah, As Gene checked the 
wanderer into the lodge, the man 
asked him for a pair of shoes and 
to wash his feci. 

"As he was taking his shoes 
off, 1 saw his whole feet were 
blistered. It was the most awful 
thing. Thai moment I began 
washing his feci," Gene 
remembered. 

Like the biblical woman 



weeping and washing Jesus' feel 
with her hair, the humbled Gene 
knew "at that moment I knew the 
Salvation Army was where I waS 
going to stay." 

Gene parted ways with a 

woman he had been dating who 
did not want thai lifestyle and sei 
off for Salvation Army officer 
U-aining school in Atlanta. 

Admittedly, he was loud, 
boisterous and cocky — but 
committed.

Soon after arriving there, he 
was washing dishes in ihe 
kitchen when a face appeared 
from behind a stack of trays. 
Gene was immediately smitten 
by Rebecca. 

"I was so taken by her that I 

immediately asked her out. She 
looked at me like I was an idiot," 
he recalled. "Guess I was." 

For six months Gene tried to 
convince "Becky" to date him, 
though she was engaged to 
som^me else. She was quiet and 
shy, too — Gene's opposite. 

Still he persisted. 

"I tried to convince her I was 



the man God had called to her 
life. She wouldn't hear anything 
of it," he said. 

"I took a long time," Rebecca 
admitted. 

She still hears Gene's initial 
pick-up line in her head: "Hey, 
baby, you and me ought to go 
out." 

"I couldn't believe that came 
out of his mouth," she smiled. 

"I'm very much an extrovert," 
Gene said in defense. "However, 
she is very introverted."

"We had moved into the 
projects and my neighbors all 
went to the Salvation Army. They 
invited me to its youth program. 
Today, I consider the Salvation 
Army my second parent in many 
ways. The people there took an 
interest in me, and 1 felt loved 
by them. They helped keep me 
on the straight and narrow 
growing up." 

One Christmas, while her 
mother struggled to make ends 
meet, Rebecca remembered the 
Salvation Army arranged for the 
family to be "adopted" by 
another. On Christmas Eve. the 
Samaritans showed up with gifts, 
food and fellowship. 

"It was the best Christmas 1 



ever had. They were good 
Christian people coming into our 
run-down home," she Rebecca 
said. "They had a wonderful type 
of love I wanted to have." 

At age 13, Rebecca made the 
decision to serve the Salvation 
Army and help others — jusi as 
that family had helped hers. 

Today, she's fulfilling thai 
dream alongside Gene. 

Among their successes, today 
they include serving in Paris, 
Texas, where the Salvation Army 
center they came into was just a 
small building which once served 
as a metal shop. The couple 
worked lo raise enough money to 
build a new 20.000-square-fooi 
lodge and community center. 

"One thing I was taught early 
on is that if you let people know 
what you're trying to do and why, 
they will respond. People are 
basically good. Less than 10 
percent of the people in this 
country have been arrested — 
that means 90 percent are doing 
the right thing," said Gene.

Among their goals is increasing 
volunteerism. They have already 
proved their ability to do that,

Gene cited the holiday kettle 
ringers as one example. 

In Salisbury in one year, ringers 
raised SIOO.OOO with only. $1,500 
paid out in salaries/expenses. In 
Hampton Roads, he continued, 
8213,000 was raised, but 598,000 
was paid out — not all those 
ringers arc necessarily volunteers. 

"It's not an issue here about 
building a building. It's about 
people," said Gene. "People jusi 
want to know that at the end of 
the day they've done something 
— thai they helped." 

The Hoggs arrive in Hampton 
Roads as the new men's shelter 
is under construction at 19ih 
Street and the Hope Center on 
Military Highway in Chesapeake, 
a shelter for women and children, 
is making plans for a day care 
center. Addressing those two 
things will be a big job, too, 
Gene predicts.

The son of a Virginia Beach couple 
found himself in a crisis most 
would consider a hellish nightmare 
at best. * 

Flames engulfed him on both 
sides, and deadly smoke seemed to 
envelop every inch of the space 
around him. With heat turning into 
an inferno, and smoke limiting vis- 
ibility to inches beyond his face, 
he felt more than saw the victim 
trapped beyond the wall of flames. 
For Air Force Staff Sgt. Clarence 
P. Osborn, son of Clarence and 
Janet Osborn of Virginia Beach, a 
rescue in the midst of a blazing in- 
ferno is literally par for the course. 
Osborn, a student with the Dqjart- 
ment of Defense Louis F. Garland 
Fire Academy, is one of more than 
■ 1,600 potential firefighters from all 
branches of the military who attend 
courses that range from basic fire- 
fighting techniques to advanced 
hazardous materials training. 

After completing the academy's 
13-week Apprentice Fire Protection 
Course, Osborn will be able to bat- 
tle structural, wildlandand aircraft 
fires, administer emergency medical 
care and handle hazardous material 
spills. 

"I'm learning airport and aircraft 
firefighting procedures, pilot res- 
cues, aircraft hazards and runway 
procedures," explained Osborn, a 
1999 graduate of St. Leo Universi- 
ty, Norfolk. 

Osborn is put to the test at this 
physically and mentally demanding 
school, climbing ladders, carrying 
135-pound dummies and dragging 
fire hoses — all while wearing a 
bulky fire suit in temperatures that 
can rise well beyond 100 degrees. 

"The hardest part of this job is 
dealing with a variety of situations 
where other people's lives and wel- 
fare are involved," Osborn said. 

After Osborn graduates from the 
academy, he'll be able to fight fires 
ranging from aircraft and airport 
blazes to vehicle and structural

fires, and be fully qualified to ad- 
minister emergency medical care. 
And, since the academy adopted the 
requirements of the National Fire 
Protection Association, Osborn 
will also be internationally certi- 
fied, able to serve as a firefighter in 
the military or back home as a 
civilian. 

"I feel like I make a difference in 
helping people with various types 



of problems and with protecting 
lives and propeny," said Osborn. 

At any given moment, a fire can 
rage through a home or workplace, 
consuming everything in its devas- 
tating path. All that a person owns 
and cherishes can be destroyed 
v/ithin a split second, and even 
worse, someone may not be lucky 
enough to survive. Osborn is will- 
ing to stake his life on it.

set new 
regulations 
forout-of- 
zone liids 

Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools have made some signifi- 
cant changes to its out-of-zone reg- 
ulation governing transfers. 

Effectively immediately, all new 
applicants who receive a{p'oval 
will sign on with the agreement 
that they must re-apply each year 
thereafter. Those who are currently 
attending schools out-of-zone may 
remain in the selected schools this 
year as long as out-of-zone regula- 
tion requirements are met with the 
understanding that re-applicadon 
will be required on an annual basis 
beginning school year 2001-2002. 

According to Patricia Holt, chair- 
man of a School Board committee 
charged with reviewing the prior 
policy for changes, the decision to 
revisit the policy was prompted by 
parental concern. 

"During comprehensive icdistrict- 
ing initiated last year many parents 
voiced concerns that overcrowding 
at their schools is being enhanced 
by an inordinate amount of out-of- 
zone approvals. It is inequitable for 
school officials to consider redis- 
tricting neighborhoods while al- 
lowing out-of-zone students a life- 
time right to attend the schools of 
their choice," she said. 

The new policy will require par- 
ents to annually submit a Student 
Placement Request Form, with re- 
quired documentation, to the princi- 
pal of the selected school. These 
forms will be available in any 
school office by Aug. 15. The 
deadline for applications for the 
2001-2002 academic year will be 
announced in the spring. 

The new regulation also moves 
authority for approving out-of-zone 
placements to the principal of the 
selected school. Previously this au- 
thority resided with the Office of 
School Leadership. By School 
Boardpolicy, all appeals will go to 
the Office of Student Leadership. 

The new regulation gives school 
principals the authority to approve 
or deny requests for out-of-zone 
placements based on available 
space at the school or the student 
capacity for the selected subject, 
course or program driving die 
transfer request. The regulation also 
allows the principal to revoke an 
approved out-of-zone placement for 
reasons other than overcrowding, 
including tardiness, poor attendance 
and disruption as well as for lack of 
parental cooperation.

South's 
'Bunker Hill' 
descendents

Descendants of the Americans 
and British who clashed in the piv- 
otal 1775 Battle of Great Bridge are 
being sought by the Norfolk Coun- 
ty Historical Society of Chesa- 
peake. 

The descendants will be invited 
to a re-enactment of the Revolu- 
tionary War battle on the 225th an- 
niversary of the event. The re- 
enactment will take place on Dec. 
9-10. 

George Washington described the 
Battle of Great Bridge as one of (he 
eight most important battles of the 
American War for Indq)endence. 

Colonial victory at Great Bridge 
on Dec. 9, 1775 was a crucial fac- 
tor in a train of events that included 
the flight from the colony of Vir- 
ginia's last royal governor, and a 
significant shift in military forces. 

The importance of the "great 
bridge" lay in its function as an 
overland funnel facilitating the 
flow of commerce across the 
Virginia-Carolina border. Free pas- 
sage would enable the British regi- 
ment to more easily capture essen- 
tial food and supplies. 

About 1,000 colonial soldiers, 
militia and volunteers were in- 
volved, while British troops and 
volunteers numbered about 750.

Thelong, wet summer: Local 
growers lamenting lost 




Now they're wondering whether 
it will dry out to plant fall fields

Bruce Henley remembers that, for 
awhile, it looked as if this summer 
might be a hot, dry one. An early heat 
wave hit during strawberry season, and 
by June he was already irrigating the 
sweet corn on his father's Charity Neck 
Road F;irm. 

Then the rains came, and, suddenly, ir- 
rigation was the last thing on Bruce's 
mind. 

He found himself soaking wet and 
ankle deep in mud in the sodden fields, 
trying lo complete the tasks he could do 
by hand. 

"It's too wet for tractor work," he ex- 
plained. "This has been the wettest sum- 
mer I can remember, and it's making it 
aggravating." 

This year, the rainfall is about eight 
inches above the average, according to 
Louis Cullipher, agriculture director. To 
IcKal fiumers,all of this rain adds up to a 
lot of irritation, lost time, and, in some 
cases, lost money.

To Henley, "It's made it more aggravat- 
ing than anything else" becau.se it's ±- 
layed work and forced his father, Winkey, 
to close the fields to the public at his 
pick-your-own farm. 

"It's so wet we can't let people into the 
fields," the younger Henley said. "We 're 
selling everything at our stand in 
Pungo." 

Sandy soil, which covers much of the 
Henley farm, has been a real boon this 
year "lyrt a-part of our farm is low, iuxl 
some of our corn is standing in water 
now," Henley continued. 

Standing water damages plants becau.se 
it deprives the roots of oxygen, and this 
oxygen deprivation has brought a prema- 
ture end to the growing season for many 
of ihe city's farmers, Cullipher said. 

"We're seeing the last of the sweet com 
harvest now," he added, "and the toma- 
toes and peppers don't like much water 
either." 

Figs, melons, and other fruit has also 
been hit hard by the wet weather. 

The potatoes that hadn't been dug bc- 



ioK the heav'v mins started w<^rc 'n most 
cases, lost because farmers couldn't get in 
to complete the work before the potatoes 
before the potatoes suffered water dam- 
age. There's also a good possibility that 
this fall's sweet potato harvest will be re- 
duced because "too much rain will actual- 
ly rot potiitoes." 

"The soil is saturated with water," he 
.said, "and many of our .soils are poorly 
drained. Most crops can't tolerate flood- 
ing for over 24 hours, so drainage sys- 
tems are designed to drain the field within 
that period of time. But most of our 
drainage systems don't work real well" 
because of the heavy, clay soil. 

"We've had a mess here," agreed Tony 
Swoope. "Everything here is fiooded. His 
Gum Bridge Road farm is twice cursed 
with standing rainwater and wind tides. 
Strong south winds create high wind 
tides in Back Bay, which force the water 
up into the fields "and holds the rainwater 
in a little longer." 

All of this has resulted in a short grow- 
ing sca.son for Swoope. "The blueberries 
came in late and went out early," he said. 

The problem, he added, dates back to 
last Fall, when weeks of heavy rain

The heat was on! 

For the first time in state history, the 
Scott Firefighter Combat Challenge was 
held in Virginia Beach last weekend in 
the Doubletree Hotel parking lot, putting 
to test the skills these professionals must 
use everyday. Dubbed the "toughest two 
minutes in sports," the event gave resi- 
dents a chance to see firefighters in a.- 
lion, and the daily regiminc that these 
men and women face. 

Teams from all over the country came 
to the city to take part in this challenge 
on their way to the World Champi- 
onships in Las Vegas, Nev. the first 
week of November. 

Now in its sixth year, the nationwide 
competition encompasses teams from 
more than 30 stales and several Canaduin 
provinces. 

The event included many challenges 
that firefighters are faced with every day. 

The first member of the team — all 



competitors wore full "bunker" gear, 
which was made even more grueling by 
the August heat and humidity — carried 
45 pounds of hose up a five-story tower. 

Having reached the top, another mem- 
ber hauled lo the edge a 75- foot long 
rope, attached to a 45-pouiid weight. Fin- 
ished this, the competitor hurried back 
down the lower with a llashlight, which 
he handed to the third member of the 
team, who grabbed a sledgehammer ami 
swung it towards a huge metal weight, 
driving it back five feel. The team mem- 
ber then dropped the hammer, and charged 
down a 140-loot course, weaving in and 
out of cones. 

Reaching the other end, they grabbed a 
140-pound hose filled with water, ;iid 
dragged it back down the course Upon 
their return, the hose was turned on 
(often wetting nearby spectators), aid 
aimed at a target. Finally, the final mem- 
ber of the team ran to the center of the

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Prime time for hurricanes 

Did you know that seven of the last 10 
hurricanes .to visit Virginia were in August or 
September? From Hurricane David in 1979, 
Gloria in 1985. Charley in 1986, Fran in 
1996, Bonnie in 1998, and Dennis and Floyd 
in 1999. Virginia has seen its share of 
hurricanes in the late summer. 

Starting with Hurricane Alberto, 2000 could 
be another busy season. Dr. William M. Gray, 
professor of atmospheric science at Colorado 
State University, predicted as many as 1 1 
named tropical storms, seven hurricanes and 
three intense hurricanes of category three of 
higher in his updated Aug. 4 forecast. 

This is nothing to take lightly. 

"While hurricane season officially started in 
June, most of our hurricane activity occurs in 
August and September when the Atlantic 
Ocean waters are warmest," warned Michael 
Cline, state coordinator of the Virginia 
Department of Emergency Management. 
"Whether you live inland or near the coast, 
now is an important time for all citizens of 
Virginia to make any last-minute 
preparations for hurricane season." 

Here are some reminders on how to 
prepare: 

■ Check with the local emergency manager 
to see if you are in a storm surge or flood - 
prone area. If so, consider purchasing a flood 
insurance policy from your insurance agent. 
In most cases, "there is a waiting period for 
the coverage to lake effect. 

■ Consider buying a weather alert radio for 
information directly from the National 
Weather Service. 

■ Plan to be without electricity for an 
extended period of time. Stock up on 
batteries for radios and flashlights. Have a 
supply of non-perishable food and water. 

■ Identify shelter options such as a friend's 
house, motels and public shelters. 

■ I^ow your evacuation route. If you don't 
need to evacuate, make sure that you have a 
safe room to go to during a storm. 

■ As the storm approaches, prepare for high 
winds by covering all windows with plywood 
and installing storm shutters. Move all 
outdoor furniture, toys and loose items inside.

City gets thumbs up 
in citizen survey 



A survey of Virginia Beach citi- 
zens reveals a high degree of satis- 
faction with their quality of life. 
The survey, conducted in June by 
Continental Research Associates, 
shows that 96 percent of the resi- 
dents surveyed believe that Virginia 
Beach is a good place to live. 

Mayor Meyera E. Oberndorf 
viewed ihe results as an affirma- 
tion. 

"It's nice when research supports 
what you've thought all along," 
said the mayor. 

The survey, which was last con- 
ducted in 1998, gives feedback lo 
city management on services pro- 
vided by the city and also serves as 
a gauge of issues concerning resi- 
dents. Citizens were asked their 
level of satisfaction with 30 city- 
provided services, including police, 
fire and emergency medical ser- 
vices, parks and recreation facili- 
ties, water and sewer services and 
numerous others. 

Overall, nearly 92 percent of the 
respondents indicated satisfaction 
with services provi<ted by the city 
of Virginia Beach. This exceeds the 
benchmark a;ore of 80 percent typ- 
ically used by other localities in 
similar-surveys. Of the 30 services 
and characteristics included in the 
survey, 20 scored higher than 80 
percent. 

Virginia Beach City Manager 
James K. Spore was plea,«jd with 
the results, but also views this as 
an opportunity for improvement. 
"These numbers are gratifying, bul 
as employees of our citizens, we 



must also look at how we can 
make things even better," said 
Spore. 

Respondents also indicated in the 
survey the importance ihey place 
on living in safe community. More 
than 94 percent of citizens surveyed 
said they lived in safe neighbor- 
hoods, and 94 percent also indicated 
their belief that Virginia Beiich is a 
safe place to live.

Philip Vallasis admits he's shy and quiet, 
but when he's around a dozen or so 
energetic junior high school-aged students 
that demeanor fades quickly. 

As director of Lakas Ng Loob, a Filipino 
program working with al-risk youths, the Old 
Dominion University graduate student 
studying eariy childhood education has 
found the best way to help young people is 
simply to give of his time. 

A Hampton Roads resident for four years, 
Vallasis and several friends founded the 
organization Advocates for Human Progress 
a few years ago. Lakas Ng Loob, which 
means "courage" or "inner strength," is an 
extension of that. 

"It was April 1998 and we'd been 
involved in helping students develop clubs 
at the high school- and college-aged level," 
he explained. 

Advocates for Human Progress, however, 
felt a key age group could benefit from its 
efforts: junior high. Thai's when Lakas Ng 
Loob was formed, teaming at-risk 
youngsters with older mentors — people 
who would really show them some attention 
and take time to be with youngsters at an 
age many consider "difficult."' 

"We provide positive alternatives to some 
of ihc negative things which kids can get 
involved in," said Vallasis. "It allows for 
cultural exploration and things they don't 
necessarily get in .school. We do activities 
lo gel ihem lo work cooperatively and build 
community. The original concept was 
having college students and young 
professionals be their mentors." 

In the summer, the program meets daily at 
the San Lorenzo Spiritual Center on Indian 
River Road. Vallasis drives the van to pick 
up the youths — and that's a story in itself. 
"It's a S500 van," he smiled. 
And to make it look decent, he enlisted 
the talents of the young program 
participants to clean it up and gel it 
"looking belter." 

Lakas Ng Loob is in the "growing pro- 
cess" right now, which Vallasis admits is 
both painful and exciting. It's difficult lo 
find young adults willing to donate their 
time to an organization, though it desperate- 
ly needs volunteers. As a creative option, 
some of the older youths in the program arc 
selected by their peers lo be mentors. The 
young people even came up with their own 
list of criteria, including leadership, respon- 
sibility, maturity, trustworthiness and partic- 
ipation. 

In turn, the "meniees" vow to conduct 
their everyday lives based on 10 principles: 
respect, tolerance, objectivity, compassion, 
self-confidence, problem solving, social 
skills, leadership, free thinking and 
logic/reason. 

By having the youths select leaders from 
among themselves, Vallasis said, both sides 
are learning self-empowerment. 

"They're becoming leaders for the first 
time. Until now, it has always been the 
young professionals and college students 
leading them. I think it's great and exciting 
to sec ihein taking on the responsibility. 
They're already taking charge. You can see 
how they're learning to give back to 
society." 

The program's core group, about 15 
youths, is culturally diverse. Many are 
Filipino, though that is not a criteria. The 
more ethnically diverse, Vallasis said, the 
better for the kids. He's even looking lo 
build a relationship with the Hampton 
Roads Mexican-American Club and perhaps 
sharing office space. 

"(Eihnicily) is a way to build connections 
and find similarities," he said. 

Activities include education components, 
such as smoking and alcohol prevention, 
recreation, retreats, cultural diversity 
workshops, even a trip to Busch Gardens. 
Breaking stereotypes is a large part of whai 
the program does. 

Vallasis, who grew up an Air Force brat 
moving from place to place, wishes he'd 
been exposed to such a program as a young 
person. 

"I could have stayed out of a whole lot of 
trouble," he smiled. 

The key to keeping Lakas Ng L(X)b 
successful, he believes, is findine more 




volunteers willing to work with the youths. 

"Getting the word out is importanl,'" he 
urged. "I know there are a lot of g{X)d 
people out there who would like lo gel 
involved. They just need to know there's a 
vehicle out there for ihcm." 

The result, he said, is bciier-adjusicd 
young people and future leaders. 

"Normally, they feel ihey don't have a 
say in things. This gives them the 
opportunity. It's lough, bul it's rewarding 
work." 

Vallasis, who knows about hard work, has 
worked in social service agencies with 
autistic and menially retarded youths, as 
well as other diversion and prevention 
programs for al-risk youngsters. He has 
worked as a math teacher in Norfolk Public 
Schools and is a 1996 graduate of St. Louis 
University with a bachelor's degree in 
chemistry. After earning his master's degree 
in December, he'd like to teach fourth 
grade.

Brown have more in common ihan 
battling blazes and saving lives and 
property. 

They've been friends for years — 
even roomed together in college at 
Virginia Tech — and joined the 
Beach's fire department within 
months of each other in 1 979. 

They're also among seven 
partners in Spec. Rescue 
Internaiional. a professional 
training and consulting firm in 
Virginia Beach specializing in 
technical rescue management 
and leadership, hazardous 
materials, anti-terrorism training, 
expert witnessing and systems 
consulting. 

Now they're both published 
authors in the field. Their books 
debuted almost simultaneously. 

Sargent, a battalion chief, 
penned "Confined Space Rescue 
Operations," while Brown, a 
captain, wrote "Engineering 
Practical .-Rope Rescue Systems." 
Their texts are already being 
purchased by civilian and 
military fire .services throughout 
the country. 

Each instructional book 
provides the latest information on 
the safest, most cffeclivc uses of 
personnel, equipment and 
technology lo execute some of 
the mosl dangerous operations in 
their profession. 

Brown, a Board of Editors 
member for Fire Engineering 
magazine, has contributed 
articles to industry publications 
several limes in the past, has 
reviewed other people's articles 
and books and was not new to 
writing. 

A book, however, was another 
undertaking. 

"I was reviewing a rope rescue 
book and it was horrible," he 
remembered. "It was jusi painful 
to go through this book. I was 
struggling — it was that bad." 

About the .same time, someone 
recommended that Brown write a 
book on ihe same topic for Del- 
Mar Publishing. A contract 
agreement was arranged. 

"I had always wanted lo write a 
book," he said. "But I was in 
conflict wilh the other people (for 
whom he was reviewing books). 
It wasn't ethical to stay, so I 
dropped out of that." 

There were already several 
books on the market on rope 
rescue, Brown said, "but 1 saw 
iheir wcaknes.scs and thought I 
could make a more advanced 
book — a book that was more 
enjoyable and readable with 
more information. That was my 
goal." 

In the meantime, Sargent — 
who'd also penned indusiry- 
relaled articles — was 
negotiating a confined space 
rescue book for Pen well 
Publishing. 

"I'm not sure wiuil the impetus 
was," Sargent said, "but lor years 



Long, wet summer Census 
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killed the smaller, developing 
roois. .Now, his farm's underwater 
again, and the flooding's affected 
the tomatoes, figs, and other pro- 
duce.

Too much water also increases 
the possibility of disease and pcsi 
damage, and ii puts farmers in a 
double bind becau.se it prevents 
thcni from spraying for pest con- 
trol. 

"Toiiuitoes arc susceptible to all 
kinds of diseases, and the fanners 
can'i get in there lo spray," Cul- 
lipher said, 

The sprays also arcn'l as cITeclive 
in the rain. The below normal tem- 
peratures in July also increase the 
danger of disease in produce, he 
ad(kxl. 

Standing water also damages the 
field crops, and it could delay llw 
harvest and the fall planting sra- 
son. "The soybeans are turning yel- 
low." Culliphcrsaid, "and the com 
yield will be redtK:edby the strid- 
ing water. And they usually start 
harvesting field corn about Aug. 
20, but this year it may be detaiyed 
due to the wetness, 

"It would be nice if it would go 
ahead and dry up now," Henley 
agreed. "And after Sept. 1. it's 
going to get real critical," because 
fall vegetables need to be planted 



by that time. "We've already plant- 
ed our collards.and they're up, but 
wc need to transplant in a couple of 
weeks," he said. 

Last year, the collardsand other 
leafy vegetables, traditional in this 
area for Thanksgiving dinner, wctc 
noticeably lacking because fiood- 
ing,. which came in late August and 
September, ruined the fall veg- 
etable crops on many farms. 
Ihcre's still hope for this year, 
though, if the rains stop soon. 

"Last year, we had the rains from 
the hurricanes," Henley said, "but 
this year it started in July. It's been 
a cool, wet summer." 

"Wc need about an inch-and-one 
half to two inches during the grow- 
ing season," Cullipher said, "and 
this year, we've had up to six or 
.seven inches some weeks." The 
rain's also been spotty, he added, 
with some areas receiving cxffeme- 
ly heavy downpours. 

Still, the local farmcrsarc philo- 
sophical about this year's weather. 
"This year it's no worse than any 
other year," Henley said. "It seems 
like every year it's something. It's 
cither too hot and dry, or too wet, 
or something. " 

"The weather is the great un- 
known," Cullipher agreed. "Very 
seldom are there ideal conditions." 

While this area isn't immune to 
droughu. the problem is more like- 
ly to be too much water. "And over 
the years, the wet weather has done 
us more damage ihun dry weather. "

years if cvciy one lillcd out a census 
form this year. 

Our Commonwealth has under- 
gone significant changes since the 
last census was conducted in 1990, 
In terms of population, Virginia 
has grown by an estimated 1 1 per- 
cent between 1990 and 1999. On 
top of that, last year alone, Vir- 
ginia's population grew by another 
1.2 perceni. Virginia is one of the 
fastest growing stales in the 
Union. This clearly indicates that if 
everyone partici[xiies in the nation- 
al census, Virginia's share of feder- 
al tax dollars will increase substan- 
tially. 

As you know, I am noi a fan of 
taxes. I worked hard to eliminate 
the personal property tax on cars 
and trucks. In fact, since my ad- 
ministration began, we have cut a 
total of 16 different taxes which, 
when fully phased in, will mean an 
annual lax reduction on the orderof 
SI. 5 billion. But inasmuch as wc 
have to pay taxes to the federal 
government, I believe Virginia's 
fair share of those federal dollars 
should be spent on federal pro- 
grams here in the Commonwealth 
and not go to some other state be- 
cause we failed to participate fully 
in ihe census.

people have told me 'you ought 
to write that down.'" 

He, too, had read books on his 
particular expertise and found 
them lacking. Too often, Sargent 
said, texts delve into too many 
things at once. 

"If you want to read a book 
about rope rescue, read a hook 
about rope rescue. If you want to 
read a book about confined space 
rescue, read a book about 
confined space rescue," he 
theorized. 

Sargent completed his work in 
18 months. 

It took Brown about two and a 
half years lo complete his book 
as his wife balilcd cancer. There 
is a special acknowlcdgincni to 
her in it. 

"A lot of limes while she was 
home sick, I was there banging 
out Ihe honk. Rill that's a whole 
other story," he said. 

Brown sees some differences in 
the men's works. 

"1 think mine is more of a user 
and field manual, sort of a 'how- 
to' book. His is more of a 
textbook, I think. It's a good 
reference source. They're 
different in that respect." 

Neither man is looking to "get 
rich" off their labor of love. 

"You write something like this 
because you love it, not for the 
money," said Sargent, whose 
"Confined Space Rescue 
Operations" fias already been 
selected as a U.S. Air Force 
training manual. 

Brown and Sargcnl are 
members of Virginia Beach 
Local 2924 of the International 
Association of Firefighters. 
They're both decorated officers 
and were among the elite corps 
o( fire and rescue personnel 
•called to the scene after the 1995 
Federal Building bombing in 
Oklahoma City. 

They have held leadership 
posts in state and regional 
special rescue teams and panels 
that have developed training 
programs and standards.. 

Sargent is shift commander of 
the fire department's Special 
Operations Division, while Brown 
is company officer of Engine and 
Ladder Co. 16,

have included assistant principal 
at Brook wood Elementary for one 
year and principalships at 
Seatack Elementary, Bayside 
Junior High, Lynnhaven Junior 
High (where he was the first 
principal) and Bayside High. 

In the early '90s, he was tapped 
to be principal of Tallwood High, 
which opened under his 
Iciulcrship in 1992. He's been 
there ever sin(;e. 

Morgan confesses to sometimes 
longing lor the days at the 
chalkboard. 

"I miss the classroom, 1 really 
do. It really wouldn't take much 
for nic to go back to the 
classroom. There arc times in my 
career as a principal, though, that 
1 have been able to relieve a 
teacher for a bell or a day. I 
believe it's important that you 
keep your skills sharp and know 
what's going on. I haven't done it 
at Tallwood, but 1 have at other 
schools." 

It's one thing to be around the 
students in a social setting such 
as the cafeteria, or talking with 
them in the halls, or even 
disciplining them. But he 
believes nothing beats that 
classroom experience. 

"Once a teacher, always a 
icaciier," Morgan said. 

He leads Tallwood with the 
philosophy "We arc a family. 
Whatever it takes for you to be 
successful, that is what we will 
do for you." 

His secret of success is always 
putting people first, especially 
the students. 

"And I like the teachers 
because they have such an 
important role," he said. 



Leading a faculty and staff of 
204, Morgan was surprised to be 
named Secondary Principal of 
the Year. He was selected from 
an initial pool of 29 principals 
from Virginia Beach public 
schools. 

"Bernard Morgan is a well- 
respected principal whose 
students and faculty hold him in 
very high regard.

Surfs up for 38th 
annual ECSC here

Consider for a moment: is there 

anything in the world better than 

getting paid to surf? 
Is being awarded thousands of 

dollars for standing on a board in 

the middle of a wavestorm the uue 

American dream for any potential 

college student? 
For Virginia Beach high school 

student Matthew Brady, the dream 

has come vnxc. 
A 2000 graduate of Catholic 

High School, Brady has been 

awarded a SI, 500 scholarship by 
the Virginia Beiich Jayceesand the 
Executive Committee of the 38th 
annual East Coast Surfing Cham- 
pionships (ECSC), an event that 
will be held Aug. 21-27 at the Vir- 
ginia Beach oceanfront at blocks 
one through 14. Open to both male 
and female surfers, the competition 
will offer thousands of dollars in 
prize money. 

For Brady, it's all a bit over- 
whelming. 

"I was really shocked and sur- 
prised when I found out that I'd tc- 
ceived the scholarship," he said 
Thursday while planning to leave 
for school the next day. "I had to 
write an essay to get it, and 1 wrote 
it in March. When I hadn't heard 
from them in July, 1 figured that I 
hadn't won. But when I found out, 
1 was excited." 

The scholarship recipient has 
been surfing for about five years. 

"My uncle taught me when I was 
\n eight grade, and I started avidly 
around then. I surf because it's so 
much fun. 

"I'm really not sure what I want 
to major in at East Carolina Uni- 
versity," Brady admitted. "Right 
now, I'm leaning toward business, 
but I haven't really decided. 

"Matthew was chosen on com- 
munity involvement, and the fact 
that he has an involvement in surf- 
ing," said ECSC .spokesman and 
Virginia Beach Jaycecs suite direc- 
tor Stephen Gay. "He was recom- 
mended by ihc community and his 
.school. Wc at the Virginia Beach 
Jaycces and the ECSC are proud to 
honor a student like him. 

"I did a lot of volunteer work at 
an elemenuiry and junior high 
school when I was at Catholic," 
Brady said. 'A lot of my work was 
working with the differentieachere 
and children. 1 also worked at 
Catholic whenever the school held 
an auction." 

"Wc look forward to hearing of 
Matthew's success as an ECU Pi- 
rate, and wc hope that we've in- 
spired him to give back to the 
community that he will come to 
settle down in," praised ECSC 
chairman Lx-c Walker. 

The oldest surfing competition in 
North America — and the seumd- 
oldcst in the world — the ECSC 
will bring surfers from across the 



globe to the oceanfront. The 2004 
Olympic Surf team will be chosen 
at the festival. 

"This surfing championship 
brings many people in from out of 
town," said Walker.

Making difficult decisions in paradise 




Out in 
Left Field

Editor's note: Our intrepid corre- 
spondent Bob Ruegsegger is enjoy- 
ing a vacation in Hawaii and sharing 
his insights while there. 
Some folks are under the illusion 
— delusion 
— that ev- 
erydiing is 
lovely in 
paradise. It 
usually is. 
That's why 
diey call it 
paradise 
and not per- 
fection. 

The 
azure seas, 
yopical cli- 
mate and 
lush veg- 
etation 
have cre- 
^^— — — — — ated an en- 
vironment 
in the Hawaiian Islands that is prob- 
ably as close to paradise as one can 
gel on Uiis earth. Even that old cur- 
mudgeon Mark Twain liked the is- 
lands — and he had something con- 
trary to say about nearly everyone 
and everything. Twain characterized 
the Hawaiian Islandsas"die loveliest 
fleet of islands anchored in any 
ocean." I'll stick my neck out and 
agree with Twain on that. 

Even die loveliest of places — Oahu 
is one of them — difficult decisions 
must be made day in and day out. 
Deciding how toacquire. prepare and 
eat mangos as part of my breakfast on 
a daily basis has caused me more 
concern than anything else here in 
paradise. 

While the mango originated in 
Soudieast Asia at least 4,000 years 
ago, it has since spread to the uopical 
and subyopical world where the cli- 
mate permits the mango to thrive. 
The mango has found an encourag- 
ing environment in Hawaii where 
mango tfees grow 60 feet tall . Hawai- 
ian mangos are the sweetest diat I've 
ever tasted. I've discovered a source 
of free mangos on the island, and for 
the last two weeks I've been living 
off the land. The price is right and the 
mangos are sweet, but there are a few 
attendant problems — even in para- 
dise. 

First of all, die mango uecs diat 
I've located are all in the 60 foot 
range. Locating a mango uee and 
securing the mangos iu^c two vasUy 
different operations. Climbing a uee 
diat size is too physically taxing. Since 
I refuse to exparrf die energy to go to 
the manpos. 1 must wait for them to 
come to me — to fall off the u-ec. A 
litUc wind IS helpful. I usually wait 



under a nearby banyan tree and sip a 
few wine coolers while I wait for the 
mangos to fall. It lakes lime, and it 
can be an all day affair so I usually 
have enough refreshment on hand to 
see me through. 

A small split in a freshly fallen 
mango is no major tragedy in ilself, 
but insects can enter the fruit and 
render it unfit for consumption. The 
best flavored fruit lends to have a 
slightly yellow tinge when ripe, but 
the color can vary from yellow to a 
combination of green, yellow, or- 
ange and red. 

A ripe mango is slightly soft lo the 
touch. Ripe and over ripe mangos 
become the fare of birds and in.sccLs. 
Often a mango which appears perfect 
at first glanCC; the outer skin and pil 
remain but most of tlic fruit has be- 
come foul (or "Ibwl") food. 

Finally, preparing the fruit for con- 
sumption can involve a number of 
approaches; therefore, preparing the 
mango to cal is simply to peel off the 
skin with a shaq) knife, .stick the 
peeled fruit on a fork and chow down. 
That, in myopinion, is barbaric. Slic- 
ing the peeled mango for serving is a 
method lh;it ranks several steps above 
the barbaric fork mcihcxl. 

The ends are cut off the fruit and 
the peel is cut away before die fruit is 
sliced lengthwiscalong the pit. Primi- 
tive but effective. The only civilized 
way to make the mango ready to 
consume is by cubing it. 

That's right Picasso fans — cubing 
it. It's a an. The cheek of the mango 
is filleted off its pit lengthwise. Each 
cheek can then cut into half inch 
squares by scoring the fruit with a 
knife, taking care not to cut through 
the skin. The cubes can be separated 
from the skin by turning each half 
inside oul and slicing the cubes off 
the skin with a knife. 

Any odier mediod of preparing a 
mango to much is a little uncivilized 
— which incidentally does nothing 
to alter the taste. 

Nutritionally, mangos are a superb 
food. Mangos are an excellent source 
of vitamins A and C, a good source of 
potassium and coniain beta carotene. 
High in fiber and low in calorics 
(average size mango contains 110 
calories), mangos are a healthy food 
choice — a good dietary staple. 

But there is trouble in paradise. In 
Hawaii — at the friendly Kapolei 
Safeway store on Oahu — mangos 
sell for $2.89 perjxwnd, a princely 
price. I've purchased one mango in 
the last two weeks for comparison 
taste-testing. Perhaps it's my imagi- 
nation, but I think die free mangos 
that I've been gathering and eating 
taste a lot sweeter dian die one I 
bought at die local supermarket.

City makes headway on 'big boxes' 



Council hammering outguidelines 
foraesttietic commericai buildings

The city has made some headway on 
establishing guidelines which would en- 
hance the appciirance of commercial es- 
tablishments, but not enough for coun- 
cilwoman Reba McClanan. 

Not included in the approved items was 
the requirement for a conditional use per- 
mit which would have allowed the city to 
have more control over projects for suuc- 
tures of more than 80,0(X) sc|uare feet. 

This would apply to the "big box" op- 
erations, such as Lowe's and Home 
Depot. 

McClanan was a major force in the 
council's adoption in June 1999 of a res- 



olution requesting the Planning Com- 
mission to report its findings and recom- 
mendations concerning large retiiil esiiib- 
lishments, commonly known as "big 
boxes." 

Council dccidal Tuesday to approve the 
three items on which the business com- 
munity hadreachetia consensus as late as 
the period when the issue was before 
council, and determine how effective 
these measures are in the next six 
months before looking at the u.se permit 
prtKcdure again. . 

A committee made up of councilwom- 
cn Miu-garet Eure and Nancy Parker and

■ Establishes alternative regulations 
regarding shopping center identification 
and defining the term "monument sign." 
The amendment allows tenants names to 
be listed on sign if alternative design is 
used. 

■ Transition rules which delineates 
when plans are to be reviewed under new 
rules versus old rules. 



Council also Tuesday created a new 
planner position in the planning dqjart- 
mcni (or the review of site plans for new 
retail establishments. 

The ordinance as it now stands will 
provide lor mandatory compliance to de- 
sign suuidiu-ds and. to voluntary compli- 
ance. " 

Also approvedby council was an unre- 
lated ordmanccamending the zoning ordi- 
nance which requires a conditional use 
permit lor the harvesting of timer in 
preservation districts. Currently the har- 
vesting of timer in the preservation dis- 
tricts is by right. 

Robert Taylor, president of Taylor Do- 
ll Stores, said that Virginia Beach is an 
extremely attractive market and raising 
the development bar will not be a deter- 
rent to business. He said that retail ±-

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LABOR DAY TRAFFIC SAFETY 

Police have eyes on road 

Next weekend will be one of the most 

heavily-traveled times of year as families hit 

the road to head out for one last summer 

fling, or come home to prepare for back to 
school. 

With more traffic comes the opportunities 
for more accidents — and more terrible 
tragedies which could have been averted. 
When in an accident, your chances of 
surviving and sustaining less severe injuries 
increase greatly if wearing a seat belt. 

Virginia and its five neighboring states will 
demonstrate prior to Labor Day that concern 
for traffic safety — specifically commitment to 
enforcing occupant restraint laws — knows no 
boundaries. 

For the fourth year in a row with North 
Carolina, for the second year with Kentucky, 
Tennessee and West Virginia, and the for the 
first time with Maryland. Virginia will 
conduct traffic safety checkpoints at key 
locations along its common borders prior to 
the holiday that marks the end of summer. 

The operation in Virginia is under the 
banner of Smart. Safe and Sober, the 
statewide program dedicated to reducing the 
number of deaths and injuries on the state's 
streets and highways. 

The date and specific locations won't be 
announced ahead of time, nor how many 
officers will be assigned to the effort. Just 
know that they will be out there for your 
safety and concern. 

On regional roads at the state line, state and 
local law enforcement officials will be at their 
respective jurisdictions stopping cars. Drivers 
will be asked to show licenses and 
registrations. They will also check to make 
sure drivers and their passengers are buckled 
up. 

"Their Intention is not to deliberately 
inconvenience a motorist or delay anyone's 
xioliday," said Vincent M. Burgess, director of 
transportation safety programs for the 
Virginia Department of Motor Vehicles. "But a 
hold-up of a new minutes could mean the 
difference between your safe arrival at your 
destination or your not arriving at all." 

In addition to occupant-restraint violations, 
officers will be issuing summonses and 
arresting drivers for drugged and drunken 
driving and other apparent offenses. 

Law enforcement officials have been pleased 
with the results of previous cooperative 
checkpoints. They don't measure success by 
the amount of tickets issued, but by the 
number of fatalities and serious injuries 
prevented. 

"If we can save a life by getting people to 
buckle up. then our work is a huge success." 
said Burgess. 

Virginia's safety belt usage rate has 
fluctuated in recent years: 67.1 percent in 
1997. 73.6 percent in 1998 and 69.9 percent 
in 1999.

The national media almost seemed 
to be watching adifferentconvention 
in Los Angeles than the rest of us. 
Or maybe

Whatever 
the cause,

analysis seemed totally unrelated to 
what was transpiring right before dieir 
eyes. The clearest evidence of the 
media's disconnect came from the 
focus groups of ordinary citizens as- 
sembled by both CNN and MSNBC. 
In nearly every instance, the citi- 
zens' reaction to the major speitkers 
was diametrically opposed to the 
opinions being expressed in the broad- 
cast boodis. 

Even more troubling was the 
media's failure to accurately report 
what was actually going on. For two 
days we were told how unpopular the 
Lieberman nomination was among 
the far more liberal delegates to the 
convention. 

The reason cited for this dissatis- 
faction was that Lieberman is loo 
much of a "New Democrat," with loo 
strong a tie to the Democratic Lead- 
ershipCouncil that heads up the more 
moderate wing of the party. 

Really? That sounded highly un- 
likely given that Ihc same party faith- 
ful had overwhelmingly nominated 
Bill Clinton and Al Gore twice, even 
though they ran as "New Democrats" 
and were founding members of the 
DLC.

It all began with the media's re- 
porting of Lieberman's support for 
the hated and intolerant Prop 187 
pushed through in California by its 
former Republican governor, and that 
he was a staunch opponent of affir- 
mative action. 

Hearing those reports Maxine 
Waters, a powerful member of the 
Congressional Black Caucus, insisted 
that Lieberman appear before their 
caucus to discuss these issues and 
answer their questions. Lieberman 
did so and advised that he had refused 
to endorse Prop 187, despite numer- 
ous attempts by the Republicans to 
get him to do so. He also statal that 
heisastrong supporter of affirmative 
action and has the record to prove it.

Then she told the reporter that she 
had no reason to believe that a man of 
Joe Lieberman's integrity would lie 
to her, but if the reporter was suggest- 
ing that he had, he should present her 
widi evidence of that lie or stop re- 
porting unsubstiintiaied allegations.

Finally, wc listened to all the news- 
casters and political experts prognos- 
ticate on why Gore's acceptance 
speech would not resonate with the 
American people.

The mission of the Virginia Beach 
Department of Public Utilities is to 
provide a safe and sufficient water 
source that will enhance and sustain 
our vibrant community. The Lake 
Gaston Water SuddIv Proiert helps 
fulfill that mission by providing wa- 
ter to Virginia Beach citizens through 
a 76-mile-long pipeline leading from 
Lake Gasion on the North Carolina- 
Virginia border to Lake Prince, a 
reservoir located in Suffolk that is 
owned and operated by Norfolk. 

Lake Gaston currently provides 
nearly 34 million gallons per day 
(MGD) of water to Virginia Beach 
cusion-crs, and will eventually fur- 
nish up to 50 MGD, providing enough 
water for many years of continued 
progress and economic vitality. 

The source of Virginia Beach's 
water is surface water. To raisea ware- 
ness about the importance of protect- 
ing surface water, the Virginia De- 
partmentof Health will soon conduct 
a state-wide assessment of the sus- 
ceptibility of surface water to con- 
tamination.

Lake Gaston water is treated at the 
Moores Bridges Water Treatment 
Plant in Norfolk, where it is blended 
with city of Norfolk water. This treat- 
ment plant treats our .source water, 
testing it for over 230 substances. 
Further testing is performed daily 
throughout Virginia Beach's water 
distribution system. Over 180 bacte-

rial samples are collected and ana- 
lyzed monihly,providing continuous 
monitoring for thehighestwaierqual- 
ity possible. 

Norfolk's primary water supply 
comes from Lake Prince and West- 
em Branch Reservoir in Suffolk and 
Lake Burnt Mills in Isle of Wight. In- 
town lakes in Norfolk and Virginia 
Beach also supplement Norfolk's 
water supply. 

These include Lake Wright, Lake 
Whitehurst, Little Creek Reservoir, 
Lake Smith, Lake Law.son and 
Stumpy Lake. Extensive upgrades to 
the treatment plant were completed 
in 1999, providing suue-of-the-art 
technology to increase the capacity 
for the additional water from Lake 
Gaston while continuing to produce 
an excellent water product. 

The Moores Bridges Water Treat- 
ment Plan surpasses all suite and na- 
tional water quality standards and 
regulations. 

Disinfection is an absolutely es- 
sential component in the ireaimcntof 
drinking water. It prevents the (x;cur- 
rcnce and ^prendofmany water-borne 
diseases. We add chlorine to the dis- 
tribution system in minimal amounts 
so that all customers have adequately 
disinfected water. With the advan- 
tages of chlorination for disinfection, 
some secondary effects dooccur. One 
is a noticeable chlorine taste and/or 
odor in the water. 

If you are sensitive to chlorine, 
make sure your faucet aerator is in 
place and working properly. Aera- 
tion is a simple way to improve the 
taste of water. 

You might also try filling a pitcher 
with tap water and keeping it in the 
refrigerator. If you choose to use a 
home water filtering device, be sure 
to regularly replace the carbon filter. 
All water, except bottled water with 
the original seal still intact, should be 
consumed within a few hours or re- 
frigerated to limit bacterial growth. 
A by-product of chlorine disinfec- 
tion is the presence of 
Trihalomethanes (THMs). THMs 
have raised health concerns because 
they are suspected to be cancer-caus- 
ing agents if ingested at very high 
levels over many years. The Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities is taking steps 
to convert from a chlorine disinfec- 
tion process to one using chloram- 
ines. Scheduled for implementation 
this fall, this new disinfection pro- 
cess will reduce the level of THMs. 
It will also help curb the taste and 
odor problems associated with chlo- 
rine disinfection.

Eddie Hodges knows a thing or two about 
good eating. 

After all, he's been chairman of the 
Khedive Temple's annual Oyster Roast for 
23 years and co-chairman of the Great 
American Food Fcsi since its inception 21 
years ago. He's also founding chairman of 
the Khedive Temple's Seafood Feast, which 
will tempt taste buds for the third 
consecutive year this Saturday from I to 4 
p.m. on the temple grounds. 

"It's always good eating, good fun and 
you get a chance to meet a lot of good 
people from throughout the community," he 
said. 

A long-time member of the Chesapeake 
Shrine Club and former Shriner of the Year, 
Hodges' commitment to the organization's 
fundraisers such as the Oyster Roast and 
Seafood Feast are evident. Though he works 
a 50-hour week in construction 
management, engineering and 
administration at Cedarquist Rodriguez 
Ripley and Maddox, he always finds the 
time to help others. 

"We do our fundraisers to be able to put 
out money back in the community for items 
it needs," said Hodges, past piesident of the 
Chesapeake Shrine Club and South Norfolk 
Ruritan Club. 

Though the Shrine's I'undraising cIToris 
normally benefit burned arid crippled 
children, Saturday's (east will help its 
temple building fund. It's an impori:ini 
facility serving nearly 5,000 Shriners from 
Hampton Roads to Williamsburg to the 
Eastern Shore. 

"You can't keep a building up. without the 
money," he explained. "Just like everything 
else, Mother Nature tends to deteriorate 
buildings, just like bodies." 

Hodges is expecting 2,500 to 4,000 people 
at the feast, which will feature a menu ol 
all-you-can-eat steamed shrimp, fried 
oysters, fish, clam strips, cole slaw, .baked 
beans, hush puppies, sodas and other 
beverages. Entertainment will be providal 
by the Virginia Beach dance band Hot 
Cakes. 

Needless to say, it takes lots of volunteers 
to put on the event. After six months of 
planning and endless meetings, it all comes 
down to one day. More than 250 volunteers 
are needed to stage ihc outing, and they do 
everything from cook to .serving as "go- 
fCrs." 

"It takes an awful lot of people to do the 
various things that we do on that day. I'll 
have 50 people cooking, for example, and 
anMher 50 doing nothing but serving. There 
will be 30 people running food back and 
forth, plus other jobs," Hodges explained. 

One day he'd like to see the event clear 
S50,t)00, because Hodges would love to sec 
the Shrine build a Hampton Roads mosque. 
It'll take time, though. The first Seafood 
Feast netted SI 0,000, and last year's 
cleared SI 3.000. 

His more immediate goal is increasing 
attendance. 

"I'd like to see 4,000 paying people 
coming through the gate, which would do a 
whole lot of good for the temple," he saiil. 

The weather has generally been 
cooperative for outings he's planned, 
whether it's the Oyster Road, Seafood Feast 
or Food Fest. But great weather isn't always 
essential for a great event, Hodges said. 

"The man upstairs has really blessed us.

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Council affirms 31st Street Plan 
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cr dissenting. Parker has consis- 
icnily voted against ihc project. 

The resolution affirms council's 
resolve to proceed with the project, 
even though a judge ruled recently 
that the city cannot condemn 
privately-owned land on Atlantic 
Avenue to build a parking garage. 

The city has asked the judge to 
reconsider his opinion and if that 
lails plans to appeal the decision. 

Council has maintained that the 
project is an effort by council to 
expand the city's economic base, 
which is stated in the resolution. 

It now maintains that the council 
must honor its contract with the 
developers Bruce Thompson and 
Edmund Ruffin who plan the devel- 
op the property into a 300-room, 
four-star, full-service hotel and the 
largest resort area oceanfront com- 
munity park built to date, a free- 
standing restaurant and public le- 
strooms, all paid by the private 
sector. 

A 8()0-space parking garage with 
an elevated walkway to the ocean- 
front and upscale ground-level retail 
space would be built on the west 
side of Atlantic Avenue by the 
city. 

The land would be leased by the 
city to the developer. 

The resolution states that the 
project furthers its goals of enhanc- 
ing the city's economic base, pro- 
moting tourism and providing pub- 
lic parking, public restrooms and a 
public park. ■ 

The city, states the resolution, 
has authorized the acquisition "by 
voluntary agreement or eminent do- 
main, of certain property located on 
the northern half of the block 
bounded by 30ih and 31st Streets 
and Atlantic and Pacific Avenues 



for the construction of public park- 
ing facilities." 

The resolution states that the city 
"affirms its approval of the 31st 
Street Development Agreement axl 
reiterates its findings that the Vir- 
ginia Beach Development Authori- 
ty's participation in the project 
contemplated by the 31st Su-ect 
Development Authority's participa- 
tion in the project will expand the 
city's economic base by stimulat- 
ing the development of the city's 
tourist industry and the redevelop- 
ment of the res^ort area, provide a 
public park for all residents of and 
visitors to the city, provide addi- 
tional public restrooms for persons 
visiting the beach and park, and 
provide parking for the public in 
the city's parking facility and park- 
ing for the public and the hotel ds- 
velopment in the authority's ptulc- 
ing facility. 

The resolution affirms its selec- 
tion of the northern half of the 
block bounded by 30th and 31 si 
Su-ecis and Atlantic and Pacific Av- 
enues as the most desirable site for 
construction of public parking fa- 
cilities and directs the city attomey 
to undcruikcall ncces.sary measures 
to execute the city's authority to 
provide public parking at the site 
selected by the City Council, irre- 
spective of whether the hotel devel- 
opment proceeds; and further directs 
the city manager to identify an al- 
ternative site or sites for public 
parking in the 31st Street area, if 
necessary to fulfill the City Coun- 
cil's goal to provide public parking 
in the 3 1st Street area," 

Oberndorf acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of a letter from Leo Blume 
asking her to get a legal opinion 
on her participation in the 31st 
Street issue because of the ctim- 
paign contributions from the devel- 
opers. He also said that she had a

moral responsibility to ask for an 
opinion. 

Caroline Lincoln, president of 
the Virginia Beach Council of 
Civic Organizations (VBCCO), 
said her group adopted a resolution 
on June 25, 1997 to reserve the 
31st Street site for open space. She 
said that it is sometimes the first 
time visitors from the "hinterlands" 
get a view of the ocean and that 
they should have an unencumbered 
view of the (x;ean. 

She said that the VBCCO wiinial 
a family-type open space park, luxl 
pointed out that the citizens of Vir- 
ginia Beach arc owners of the prop- 
erty. 

At the close of 1997, she siiid, 
the development of the park would 
have cost S20 million. 

"This is what the citizens hiwe 
asked; this is what we have asked 
for," she .said adding that 90 civic 
organizations belong to the CCO. 

Betty Kennedy, a real cstiite 
agent, said that she had always 
been disappointed at how the teach 
has looked until the improvements 
in recent yeiirs. 

"Now you want lo lake away 
from us the only space where you 
can see the ocean." 



She said that the garden clubs, 
which are not supposed to be polit- 
ical, can't come out and say what 
they think, but that she knew that 
ihey were for open space. She stiid 
that the city is not looking al the 
citizens of Virginia Beach. She said 
that it was a sad affair when the 
city will spend money on'^whai 
will profit individuals. 

In reference to the court'.s posi- 
tion on the land condemnation, 
Kennedy said that now the parking 
lot is lost, spend the money on a 
park. 

"We will raise the money," she 
said. She said that the people were 
not interested in putting up a five- 
star hotel. 

Harrison said that on the council 
retreat 10 days ago, councilmem- 
bers established six points and 
building the city's economic base 
was one of them and tourism is 
part of that. He said that given the 
outcome of the referendum, the 
council needed lo reestablish its di- 
rection, which the resolution is in- 
tended lo do. 

He said it was important to gel a 
reassessment by the new council 
since the action on the 31st Street 
project was taken by another coun- 
cil. He said that he did not think 
that pulling out of the project and 
paying developers for what they've 
spent is the proper course. 

Jones said that as as liaisons on 
the project, he and Harrison needed 
to know how strong their position 
was. 

He said that the truth of the mat- 
ter is that the referendum was circu- 
lated after the contract for the pro- 
ject was executed. He said the city 
has to meet its obligations and has 
the moral obligation lo do "what 
wc said." 

He said that maybe the decision 
would have been different if the ref- 



erendum had been held before the 
contract was signed. Maybe not. 
He said that as a businessman he 
lived up to a lot of his obligations 
and does the same as a council 
member. 

Councilman Linwood Bran(?h III 
said thai the property, purchased by 
the Virginia Beach Development 
Authority in 1987, has had various 
occupants — a skating rink, a car- 
nival site. He said that money had 
been invested but was not doing 
anything for the city. He said that 
council has been working on ac- 
quiring open space all over the 
city, and has numerous properties 
it wants to purchase, of which one 
is Stumpy Lake. 

He said that council wants to cre- 
ate open space throughout the city 
and that there will be open space 
on the beachfront site. 

Branch said ihc city docs not 
have quality rooms to complement 
the, types of convention center it 
plans lo build. 

Barbara Messner took council- 
woman Margaret Eure lo task for 
not living up lo her campaign 
promise to follow the wishes of 
the people. 

Eure replied that she had cam- 
paigned as a supporter of the 31st 
Street project, and ihat it was "the 
vote that really counts." 

Eure, like others elected in the 
May councilmanic election — 
Oberndorf, Rosemary Wilson, iuxl 
Robert C. MandigoJr. — voted in 
favor of the resolution. 

"I am doing what the voters want 
who put me in office." 

Mandigo said he ran on the is- 
sues of accountability, and eco- 
nomic promotion lo keep taxes 
low for homeowners. 

"We live in a republic and you've 
elected us to make the.sc decisions. 
I will listen."

sign is important. He .said that he 
had a bit of concern with the condi- 
tional use permit for big boxes 
bping a separate ordinance, and the 
proposal docs noi address how the 
city will control how boxes will be 
located. He said he still sees a need 
for a conditional use permit. 

R.J. Nutter, representing the Vir- 
ginia Beach Retail Merchants As- 
sociation and other commercial in- 
terests, supported the adoption of 
the three amendments but had 
strong concerns about a conditional 
use permit for big boxes. He said 
that he wants to look at the rcsultii 
in six months. 

E. Romine, vice president and 
immediate past president of the real 
estate as.socialion, said thai his 
group is in favor of the committee 
amendments, later adopted by coun- 
cil, and not the conditional use per- 
mit approach. 

Councilman W.W, Harrison Jr. 



wanted to know why the use per- 
mit procedure for big boxes should 
not be included.

Crab pots OK'd 
on Crystal Lake

City Council has lifted its ban 
on the use of crab pots on Crystal 
Lake, 

An ordinance adopted Tuesday 
will allow each person to use one 
crab pot, so long as no more than 
two are used per household and pro- 
vided they are not sold or u.sed for 
commercial purposes. 

The ordinances breaks a 30-year 
ban on setting crab pots in Crystal 
Lake, but enforcement has been 
limited to specific complaints and 
residents and others who use their 
catches for personal consumption 
have been seilirtg crab pots in the 
lake, 

Vice Mayor William D, Sessoms 
and councilmeinbers W,W, Har- 
rison Jr. and Rosemary Wilson re- 
quested the ordinance partly because 
residents surrounding the hike 
thought they had exclusive rights 
to using crab pots in the kike 
when actually the lake is public 
properly. 

The ordinance notes that the crab 
pots have had little negative impact 
on the crab population of the lake. 

Council woman Reba McClanan 
said similar action should be taken 
in other areas of the city. 

Crab pots are still prohibited in 
any of the lakes in Virginia Bcich, 
Raineys Gut and Straiton Creek. 

City receives

That's according to a poll of citi- 
zens conducted in June by Conti- 
nental Research Associates to 
gauge salislaction with the quality 
of services provided by the city of 
Virginia Reach. 

In ackhiion to this high rate of In- 
icrncluse, the results of the study 
show that % |x;rceniol the respon- 
dents felt Virginia Beach is a gcxxi 
place to live. 

According to survey results, near- 
ly 77 ivrceni of Virginia Beach res- 
idents can go online at cither their 
home or office. 

By comparison, daui from a dif- 
ferent study conducted by Scsir- 
bourgh Research shows that 66 
percent of the citizens of Washing- 
ton, D.C., have access to the Inter- 
net. Virginia Beach officials sec 
this finding as significant since it 
indiciflcs significant resident access 



to the new media as a means of 
communication. 

"The Internci is a miirvelous 
doorway lo a multitude of possibil- 
ities," said Virginia Beach Mayor 
Meycra E. Oberndorf, who e;irlicr 
this yciir appointed a citizens com- 
mission to bring electronic govem- 
mcnl to Virginia's most populous 
city. 

"This survey shows our citizens 
are using it, and we need to uikc 
full advanuigcof it. More and more 
people go online each day. What 
belter place is there for ihem to 
find important information on their 
hometown?" 

The city of Virginia Beach has 
worked aggressively to make city 
government more accessible to its 
residents, launching VBgov.com in 
March as a point of electronic entry 
for citizens lo interact with their 
government. In the June survey, 
residents polled indicated a 85 per- 
cent satisfaction rate with the 
VBgov.com web site.

Today, Tylo is a board member 
and the driving force behind 
Hunter's Chosen Child, a non- 
profit organization aiding women 
who face challenging circumsuinccs 
with intbrmaiion and support. In 
addition, it assists securing finan- 
cial grants lor women in crisis and 
also lor other organizations detlicai- 
ed to the help and care of these 
women and their children.

Kritter Kids wiid for nature

Some local children are having 
fun learning about the environmen- 
tal this summer. 

They are getting closer to nature 
through Kritter Kids and Junior 
Rangers, two environmental pro- 
grams presented by the Interpretive 
Staff at First Landing State Park 
and Natural Area. 

"We have a lot of people this 
year," said Judy Lynn Hooser, park 
interpreter. "Almost too many. 
We have 60 kids signed up." 

The programs usually run on 
Tuesday morning. Kritter Kids, for 
children 3-6 years old, runs from 
9:00 to 10:30 a.m. Junior Rangers, 
for children 7-11 years old, follows 
from II a.m. to 12:30 p.m. So 
many children arc coming that an- 
other class for the Kritter Kids has 
been added on Thursday morning. 

The programs began on June 20 
and will run through the end of Au- 
gust. At each .session, the children 
learn through nature walks, stories, 
games and hands on activities. 

Last Tuesday, the sleepy Kritter 
Kids and parents began to tirrive 
just before 9 a.m. Birds were the 
topic for the day, and the room was 
filled with activity tables and plen- 
ty of colorful pictures, stickers and 
books. Everything children wiinlcd 
to know about birds. 

Hooser warmly u'elcomed the 
group and inu-oduced the subject. 
She engaged the children in a lively 
discussion by asking simple ques- 
tions about birds. The children 
knew all the right answers. 

Soon the group moved to Visi- 
tor's Center next door for a 
firsthand view of some birds that 
live in the park; a Kingfisher, a 
Great Blue Heron and an East 
Coast Screech Owl. Then it was 
out door, and into the woods, look- 
ing for a special woodpecker that 
had been seen the day before. 

Soon Hooser stopped to point 
out some nests. 

"Those arc .squirrel's nests," she 
said as she pointed to nests high in 
the trees. "But birds usually build 
their nests out on the branches to 
protect their babies Irom predators. 
Birds also live at different levels." 

The group continued on and soon 
stopped to watch a big black crow. 

"Crows eat anything, live any- 
where, do anything," she said. 

The group walked for about 30 
minutes, stopping to examine a 
downed butterfly and fast baby 
lizard. Most of the children stayed 
close to Hooser and listened intent- 
ly for the wcK)dpccker's knock as 
the mom's with strollers walked 
behind ihcin and chailcd. 

When Ihe reached the spot the 
w(KKlpeckers v.erc last seen, diey 
were nowhere to he found. The 
group turned 10 go hack to back to 
the class. 

Then someone called out. 

"Runners coming from behind, 
move to the right." 

A small group of swcaiy young 
men ran by. 

"Large Copperhead on the u-ail 
up ahead. ' one of them warned. 

Relieved they had turned around, 
the moihers nioscd clo.ser to the 
children and ihe group began to 
watch lor snakes.
